bankruptcy  or  other  inability  of  the  person  assessed  to  pay, 
he  shall  notify  the  assessors  thereof  in  writing,  on  oath, 
stating  why  such  tax  cannot  be  collected.

expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration  of  one 
year,  from  the  annual  town  meeting  in  the  current  year; 
and,  at  each  annual  town  meeting  held  thereafter,  one  such 
commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  town  by  this  act, 
or  by  any  general  or  special  law  pertaining  to  the  management 
and  operation  of  its  water  department,  shall  be  vested  in 
the  said  board  of  commissioners  who  shall  be  subject,  how- 
ever, to  such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  said  town 
may  impose  by  its  vote.  A  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any  cause  may 
be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  said 
town  at  any  town  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  Any  such 
vacancy  may  be  filled  temporarily  bj''  a  majority  vote  of  the 
selectmen  and  remaining  members  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office 
until  said  town  fills  the  vacancy  in  the  manner  specified 
herein. 

Section  3.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  fix  just 
and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water  and  shall 
prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  income  of 
the  water  works  shall  be  applied  to  defraying  all  operating 
expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the  principal  as 
they  become  due  upon  any  bonds  or  notes  issued  for  water 
purposes  under  authority  of  any  general  or  special  law.  If 
there  should  be  a  net  surplus  remaining  after  providing  for 
the  aforesaid  charges,  it  shall  be  used  for  such  new  construc- 
tion as  the  town  may  authorize  by  its  vote;  and  in  case  a 
surplus  should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  con- 
struction the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.

ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both.

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  said  question  are  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  but  not 
otherwise.

Chap.  55  An  Act  providing  for  precinct  voting,  representative 

TOWN  meetings,  TOWN  MEETING  MEMBERS,  A  REFEREN- 
DUM AND  A  MODERATOR  TO  SERVE  FOR  A  YEAR  IN  THE  TOWN 
OF   SAUGUS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  L  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  town 
of  Saugus,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  selectmen  shall  forth- 
with divide  the  territory  thereof  into  not  less  than  six  nor 
more  than  fourteen  voting  precincts,  each  of  which  shall  be 
plainly  designated,  and  shall  contain  approximately  an  equal 
number  of  registered  voters.  The  precincts  shall  be  so  es- 
tabhshed  as  to  consist  of  compact  and  contiguous  territory 
to  be  bounded,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  center  line  of  known 
streets  and  wa.ys  or  by  other  well  defined  limits.  Their 
boundaries  shall  be  reviewed  and,  if  need  be,  wholly  or 
partly  revised  b,y  the  selectmen  in  October,  once  in  five  years, 
or  in  October  of  any  year  when  so  directed  by  a  vote  of  a 
representative  town  meeting  held  not  later  than  September 
twentieth  of  that  year.  The  selectmen  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  any  establishment  or  revision  of  the  precincts, 
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file  a  report  of  their  doings  with  th(^  town  clerk,  the  registrars 
of  voters  and  the  assessors,  with  a  map  or  maps  or  descrip- 
tion of  the  precincts  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
registered  voters  therein.    The  selectmen  shall  also  cause  to 
be  posted  in  the  town  hall  a  map  or  maps  or  description  of 
the  precincts  as  established  or  revised  from  time  to  time, 
with    the   names   and    residences   of   the   registered   voters 
theicin;  and  the}-  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted  in  at  least  one 
public  place  in  each  precinct  a  map  or  description  of  that 
precinct,  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  registered 
voters  therein.     The  division  of  the  town  into  voting  pre-  Division  into 
cincts  and  any  revision  of  such  precincts  shall  take  effect  c°ncts^  effl^tive 
upon  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  report  thereof  by  the  select-  ^ate,  etc. 
men   with   the   town   clerk.     Whenever  the   precincts   are  Town  clerk 
established  or  revised,  the  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  give  notTc^tostnte" 
written  notice  thereof  to  the  state  secretary,  stating  the  secretary,  etc. 
number  and  designation  of  the  precincts.     Meetings  of  the  Meetingsof^ 
registered  voters  of  the  several  precincts  for  elections,  for  Incfwkere'' 
primaries,  and  for  voting  upon  any  question  to  be  submitted  *°  ^^  ''*'''^- 
to  all  the  registered  voters  of  the  tow^n,  shall  be  held  on  the 
same  da^^  and  at  the  same  hour  and  at  such  place  or  places 
within  the  town  as  the  selectmen  shall  in  the  warrant  for 
such  meeting  direct.     The  provisions  of  the  general  laws  Certain  pro- 
relating  to  precinct  voting  at  elections,  so  far  as  the  same  general  °aw3 
are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  apply  to  all  elections  ^°  '^pp'^'  ^tc. 
and  primaries  in  the  town  upon  the  establishment  of  voting 
precincts  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  2.  Other  than  the  officers  designated  in  section  Representative 
three  as  town  meeting  members  ex  officiis,  the  representative  mrmbTrThipf 
town  meeting  membership  shall  in  each  precinct  consist  of  m'mber,  etc. 
the  largest  number  divisible  by  three  which  will  not  exceed 
four  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  in  the  precinct.  The  Town  meeting 
registered  voters  in  every  precinct  shall,  at  the  first  annual  SX  terms^,  etc.. 
town  election  held  after  the  establishment  of  such  precincts, 
and  at  the  first  annual  town  election  following  any  precinct 
revision,  conformably  to  the  laws  relative  to  elections  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  elect  by  ballot  the  number  of 
registered  voters  in  the  precinct,  other  than  the  officers  desig- 
nated in  section  three  as  town  meeting  members  ex  officiis, 
provided  for  in  the  first  sentence  of  this  section,  to  be  town 
meeting  members  of  the  town.  The  first  third,  in  the  order  of 
votes  received,  of  members  so  elected  shall  serve  three  years, 
the  second  third  in  such  order  shall  serve  two  years,  and  the 
remaining  third  in  such  order  shall  serve  one  j^ear,  from  the 
day  of  the  annual  town  meeting;  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  affect- 
ing the  division  into  thirds,  as  aforesaid,  the  members  elected 
from  the  precinct  shall  by  ballot  determine  the  same;  and 
thereafter,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  herein,  at  each 
annual  town  election  the  registered  voters  of  each  precinct 
shall,  in  like  manner,  elect  one  third  of  the  number  of  elected 
town  meeting  members  to  which  that  precinct  is  entitled  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  and  shall  at  such  election  fill  for  the 
unexpired  term  or  terms  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  then 
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existing  in  the  number  of  town  meeting  members  in  any  such 
precinct.  Upon  every  revision  of  the  precincts  the  terms  of 
office  of  all  town  meeting  members  from  every  precinct  shall 
cease  upon  the  qualification  of  their  successors,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  town  election  held  next  after  such 
revision.  The  town  clerk  shall,  after  every  election  of  town 
meeting  members,  forthwith  notify  each  such  member  by 
mail  of  his  election. 

Section  3.  The  representative  town  meetings  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
shall  be  limited  to  the  elected  town  meeting  members  to- 
gether with  the  following,  designated  as  town  meeting  mem- 
bers ex  officiis,  namely:  any  member  of  the  general  court  of 
the  commonwealth  who  is  a  registered  voter  of  the  town,  the 
town  moderator,  the  town  clerk,  the  selectmen,  the  town 
treasurer,  the  town  collector  of  taxes,  the  chairman  of  the 
school  committee,  the  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  the  public 
library,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  health,  the  chairman 
of  the  board  of  public  welfare,  the  chairman  of  the  playground 
commissioners,  the  chairman  of  the  planning  board,  the 
chairman  of  the  assessors  of  taxes,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
cemetery  commissioners.  The  secretary  or  clerk  of  each  of 
the  above-named  boards  and  commissions  shall  file  with  the 
town  clerk  a  certificate  of  election  of  a  chairman.  The  town 
clerk  shall  notifj''  the  town  meeting  members  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  representative  town  meetings  are  to  be  held, 
the  notices  to  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
meeting.  The  town  meeting  members,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
the  judges  of  the  election  and  quahfications,  as  set  forth  in 
this  act,  of  their  members.  A  majoritj'  of  the  town  meeting 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business ;  but  a 
less  number  m.ay  organize  temporarily  and  ma}'  adjourn 
from  time  to  time.  All  town  meetings  shall  be  public.  The 
town  meeting  members  as  such  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion. Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  members  of  the  representative  town 
meeting,  any  registered  voter  of  the  town  who  is  not  a  town 
meeting  member  may  speak  at  any  representative  town 
meeting,  but  shall  not  vote.  A  town  meeting  member  may 
resign  by  filing  a  written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk,  and 
such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  such  filing. 
A  town  meeting  member  who  removes  from  the  town  shall 
cease  to  be  a  town  meeting  member,  and  an  elected  town 
meeting  member  who  removes  from  the  precinct  from  which 
he  was  elected  to  another  precinct  may  serve  only  until  the 
next  annual  town  meeting. 

Section  4.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  town  meeting 
members  to  be  elected  under  this  act  shall  be  made  by  nomi- 
nation papers,  which  shall  bear  no  pohtical  designation,  shall 
be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  voters  of  the  precinct  in  which 
the  candidate  resides,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk 
no  later  than  five  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  second  Monday  pre- 
ceding the  election.    No  nomination  papers  shall  be  valid  in 
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respect  to  any  candidate  whose  written  acceptance  is  not 
thereon  or  attached  thereto  when  filed. 

Section  5.     The  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town  warrant 
meeting,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  election  of  a  moderator,  how  acted 
town  officers  and  town  meeting  members,  and  as  herein  pro-  "po"-  etc. 
vided,  to  referenda,  and  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon  and 
determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  so  acted  upon  and  determined 
by  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  in  their  respective  pre- 
cincts.   All  other  articles  in  the  warrant  for  any  town  meet- 
ing, beginning  with  the  town  meeting  at  which  said  town 
meeting  members  are  first  elected,  shall  be  acted  upon  and 
determined  exclusively  by  town  meeting  members  at  a  meet- 
ing to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  set  forth  by 
the  selectmen  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting,  subject  to  the 
referendum  provided  for  by  section  eight. 

Section  6.     A  moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  Moderator, 
annual  town  meeting  and  shall  serve  as  moderator  of  all  ^'^'=''°'''  ^^°- 
town  meetings,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  until  a 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified.     Nominations  for  and 
election  of  a  moderator  shall  be  as  in  the  case  of  other  elective 
town  officers,  and  any  vacancy  in  the  office  may  be  filled  by 
the  town  meeting  members  at  a  meeting  held  for  that  purpose. 
If  a  moderator  is  absent,  a  moderator  pro  tempore  may  be  Moderator 
elected  by  the  town  meeting  members.  ^'^  ^^"'p"'"^- 

Section  7.     Any  vacancy  in  the  full  number  of  town  vacancies  in 
meeting  members  from  any  precinct  may  be  filled,  until  the  of'towTmeet- 
next  annual  election,  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  pre-  mg  members, 
cinct   from   among   the   registered   voters   thereof.     Upon 
petition  therefor,  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  town  meeting 
members  from  the  precinct,  notice  of  any  vacancy  shall 
promptly  be  given  by  the  town  clerk  to  the  remaining  mem- 
bers from  the  precinct  in  which  the  vacancy  or  vacancies 
exist,  and  he  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  such  members  for  CaUing  of 
the    purpose  of  filhng  any  vacancy.    He  shaU  cause  to  be  "P""'*^  '"^'*'"^- 
mailed  to  every  such  member,  not  less  than  five  days  before 
the  time  set  for  the  meeting,  a  notice  specifying  the  object, 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting.    At  the  said  meeting  a  ma-  Quorum, 
jority  of  the  members  from  such  precinct  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  they  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a  chair- 
man and  a  clerk.    The  choice  to  fill  any  vacancy  shall  be  by  choice 
ballot  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  required  for  a  ^^  ^^^^°*' 
choice.    The  chairman  and  clerk  shall  count  the  ballots  and  ^hofcf,''etc.°^ 
shall  make  a  certificate  of  the  choice  and  forthwith  file  the 
same  with  the  town  clerk,  together  with  a  written  acceptance 
by  the  member  or  members  so  chosen,  who  shall  thereupon 
be  deemed  elected  and  qualified  as  a  town  meeting  member 
or  members,  subject  to  the  right  of  all  the  town  meeting 
members  to  judge  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  the 
members  as  set  forth  in  section  three. 

Section  8.     No  vote,  except  a  vote  to  adjourn  or  au-  votes,  when 
thorizing  the  borrowing  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  "P^^ative,  etc. 
receipt  of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  passed  at  any  represen- 
tative town  meeting  shall  be  operative  until  after  the  expira- 
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tion  of  five  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  from 
the  dissolution  of  the  meeting.  If  within  said  five  days,  a 
petition,  signed  by  not  less  than  three  hundred  registered 
voters  of  the  town,  containing  their  names  and  addresses  as 
they  appear  on  the  list  of  registered  voters,  is  filed  with  the 
selectmen  asking  that  the  question  or  questions  involved  in 
such  vote  be  submitted  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town 
at  large,  then  the  selectmen,  after  the  expiration  of  five  days, 
shall  forthwith  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
presenting  to  the  registered  voters  at  large  the  question  or 
questions  so  involved.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  twelve 
o'clock  noon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earher  than  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening  and  all  votes  upon  any  questions  so  submitted 
shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  check  list  shall  be  used  in 
the  several  precinct  meetings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the 
election  of  town  officers.  The  questions  so  submitted  shall 
be  determined  by  vote  of  the  same  proportion  of  voters  at 
large  voting  thereon  as  would  have  been  required  by  law 
of  the  town  meeting  members  had  the  question  been  finally 
determined  at  a  representative  town  meeting.  The  questions 
so  submitted  shall  be  stated  upon  the  ballot  in  substantially 
the  same  language  and  form  in  which  they  were  stated  when 
presented  to  said  representative  town  meeting  by  the  moder- 
ator, and  as  appears  from  the  records  of  said  meeting.  If 
such  petition  is  not  filed  within  the  said  period  of  five  days, 
the  vote  of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall  become 
operative  and  effective  upon  the  expiration  of  said  period. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a  finance  committee  appointed 
by  the  moderator  from  among  the  elected  town  meeting 
members,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  precinct,  who 
shall  serve  during  their  respective  terms  as  town  meeting 
members,  and  who  shaU  be  originally  appointed  at  the  first 
representative  town  meeting  held  after  this  act  becomes 
operative,  and  thereafter  as  vacancies  occur.  To  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  referred  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  appro- 
priation or  expenditure  of  money,  the  creation  of  debt,  the 
disposition  of  town  property  and  all  other  questions  affecting 
the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  making  recommendations,  but 
this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  appointment  of 
special  committees  to  investigate  matters  pertaining  to  the 
town  or  to  execute  work  authorized  by  it.  This  committee 
shall  have  the  power  to  consult  with  such  departments, 
officers,  employees  or  committees  as  may  have  information 
concerning  any  matter  under  consideration,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  all  departments,  officers,  employees  or  committees 
to  furnish  such  information  as  they  possess  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  said  committee.

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  patriotism  and 
loyalty  to  country,  the  town  of  Erving  may  annually  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  toward  the 
payment  of  the  rent  of  the  quarters  of  the  post  of  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  in  that  part  of  the  town  of  Montague  known  as 
Millers  Falls  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  quarters  were 
situated  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Erving.

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Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  one  hundred  and  seventeen  A  of  chapter  ninety- 
four  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "of" 
in  the  twenty-first  line  the  words :  —  or  cause  the  disposition 
of,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  117 A.  The  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  in  this  and  the  five  following  sections 
called  the  commissioner,  may  establish  and  promulgate  of- 
ficial grades  and  standards  for  farm  products,  except  apples 
and  milk,  produced  within  the  commonwealth  for  the  pur- 
poses of  sale,  and  may  from  time  to  time  amend  or  modify 
such  grades  and  standards.  Before  establishing,  amending  or 
modifying  any  such  grades  or  standards  the  commissioner 
shall  hold  public  hearings  in  such  places  within  the  common- 
wealth as  he  shall  deem  proper.  Notice  of  such  hearings 
shall  be  advertised  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  within  the  county  where  the  hearing  is  to  be  held 
for  three  successive  weeks  prior  thereto,  and  shall  specify  the 
date  and  place  of  each  hearing  and  that  it  is  to  be  held  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  with  a  view  to  estab- 
lishing grades  or  standards  for  such  farm  products,  if  deemed 
advisable.

commissioner  notifies  the  company  in  writing  within  thirty

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therefor,  provided,  that  such  action  of  the  commissioner  shall

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpo.se  of  purchasing  additional 
real  estate  for  court  house  purposes  of  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
the  county  treasurer  of  said  county,  with  the  approval  of  the 
county  commissioners,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  on 
the  credit  of  the  county,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  and 
may  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  county  therefor,  which  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Norfolk  County  Court  House 
Improvement  Loan,  Act  of  1928.  Each  authorized  issue 
shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  pay- 
able in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  their  dates.  Such  bonds 
or  notes  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  and 
countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  county  commissioners. 
The  county  may  sell  the  said  securities  at  pubhc  or  private 
sale  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  count}''  commivS- 
sioners  may  deem  proper,  but  not  for  less  than  their  par 
value.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall,  except 
as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  chapter  thirty-five  of  the 
General  Laws.

"trade"  in  the  third  line  the  words:  —  or  engaged  exclusively 
in  fishing  and  documented  and  carrying  "papers"  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  8.     Individuals  or  partnerships  owning  an  interest  in  ships  and 
any  ship  or  vessel  which  has  during  the  period  of  its  business  Tntlrs'tat"^  or 
in  the  year  preceding  April  first  been  engaged  in  interstate  foreign  carrying 
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or  foreign  carrying  trade  or  engaged  exclusively  in  fishing 
and  documented  and  carrying  "papers"  under  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  shall  annually,  within  thirty  days  after 
said  date,  make  a  return  on  oath  to  the  assessors  of  the  town 
where  such  individuals  reside  or  where  such  partnerships  are 
taxable  under  clause  seventh  of  section  eighteen,  respec- 
tively, setting  forth  the  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  their 
interest  therein,  and  the  value  of  such  interest.

corporation  may  dig  up,  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands, 
highways  or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least 
hindrance  to  pubhc  travel;  but  all  things  done  in  or  upon 
any  such  public  way  or  place  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction 
and  approval  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  wherein  the  same 
is  situated.

Company  shall  apply  equally  to  such  other  company;   and 
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provided  further  that  no  such  other  company  shall  extend 
its  mains  into  such  part  of  the  town  of  Yarmouth  as  may,  at 
the  time,  be  receiving  or  obtaining  water  from  the  Barnstable 
Water  Company  or  from  the  town  of  Barnstable  or  Yarmouth. 

Section  6.     The   town  of   Yarmouth,   by  action   of   its  Town  of  Var- 
selectmen  authorized  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  its  voters  present  Ske^etarcer- 
and  voting  on  the  question  at  a  town  meeting  at  which  the  ^f^'^n^^^atcv 
voting  list  shall  be  used,  may  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  company  sup- 
or  distributing  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  such  town,  or  of  hibiunts  with 
any  part  thereof,  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  ^^^^^r,  etc 
sevent.y-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  the  mains,  pipes,  hydrants  and  other  corporate 
property  of  any  water  company  supplying  such  inhabitants 
with  water  hereunder,  located  within  the  limits  of  said  town 
of  Yarmouth,  together  with  the  franchise,  charter  rights  and 
privileges  pertaining  thereto  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  that 
part  of  the  equipment  of  such  company  lying  within  the 
limits  of  said  town;    and  the  said  town  of  Yarmouth  may  May  contract 
contract  with  such  company,  or  with  the  town  of  Barnstable  wLte/company 
if  said  town  has  taken  over  under  said  chapter  two  hundred  °[  Blrmtabie 
and  eightj'-six  the  franchise,  corporate  property,  rights  and  for  water 
privileges  of  the  Barnstable  Water  Company  located  within  ^"^^  ^ ' '  ®*''' 
its  limits  or  relating  to  that  part  of  the  equipment  of  said 
compan}^  Ijang  within  its  limits,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic,  manufacturing  and 
other  purposes  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  said  town  and  any  such  company  or  by  said  towns; 
provided,  that  such  company,  or  the  town  of  Barnstable  if  Proviso. 
it  has  taken  over  the  franchise,  corporate  property,  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Barnstable  Water  Company  within  said 
town  as  aforesaid,  shall,  so  long  as  required  by  contracts  then 
existing,  continue  to  supply  the  town  of  Yarmouth,  or  any 
fire  or  water  district  hereafter  formed  therein,  with  water  to 
the  same  extent  to  which  they  may  be  supplied  at  the  time 
of  the  taking  or  acquisition  by  the  town  of  Yarmouth  here- 
under, and  all  individuals  and  corporations  in  the  town  of 
Yarmouth,  with  water  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  to 
the  same  extent  to  which  they  may  be  supplied  at  the  time 
of  such  taking  or  acquisition  and  at  the  same  rates  established 
by  any  such  company  or  the  town  of  Barnstable  existing 
and  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  taking  or  acquisition  or  to 
which  they  may  be  reduced  by  such  company  or  the  town  of 
Barnstable  and  the  terms  and  rates  for  all  water  supplied 
shall  be  the  same  in  both  towns  and  shall  not  be  increased 
above  those  existing  and  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  taking 
or  acquisition  unless  the  town  of  Yarmouth  and  such  com- 
pany or  both  of  said  towns,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any 
such  fire  or  water  district  shall  agree  thereto,  such  agreement, 
in  case  of  a  town  or  district,  to  be  by  vote  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof.    In  case  of  an  acquisition  by  the  town  of  Yarmouth  indebtedness 
under  this  section,   other  than  by  eminent  domain,  of  the  conipan'^!*'ls- 
franchise,  corporate  property,  rights  and  privileges  of  any  t^™P^f°Yar''- 
such  company  within  its  limits,  any  indebtedness  of  such  mouth,  etc. 
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company  outstanding  at  the  time  of  such  acquisition  may 
be  assumed  by  said  town  and  the  purchase  price  shall  be 
reduced  accordingly;  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  render  said 
town  liable  for  any  indebtedness  or  other  liability  of  such 
company  unless  it  has  been  specifically  assumed  as  one  of 
the  terms  of  said  acquisition.  If  the  franchise,  corporate 
property,  rights  and  privileges  of  any  such  company  as  afore- 
said are  taken  by  the  town  of  Yarmouth  by  eminent  domain 
hereunder,  such  company  may  recover  damages  from  said 
town  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine. 

Section  7.  The  town  of  Yarmouth  may  supply  itself  and 
its  inhabitants  with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes;  may  establish  foun- 
tains and  hydrants,  relocate  or  discontinue  the  same,  and 
may  regulate  the  use  of  such  water  and  fix  and  collect  rates 
to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  may  maintain  a  water 
supply  system  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  subject  to  all  general 
laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  relating  to  municipal  water 
supply  systems,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein. 

Section  8.  For  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
section,  said  town,  acting  through  its  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners hereinafter  provided  for,  may  also  take  by  eminent 
domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters 
of  any  pond,  brook,  stream  or  spring  or  of  any  ground  water 
sources  by  means  of  driven  or  other  wells  or  filter  galleries, 
within  the  town  of  Yarmouth,  not  already  used  for  public 
water  supply,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  of 
public  health;  and  for  the  said  purposes,  through  its  said 
board  of  water  commissioners,  may  take  by  eminent  domain, 
under  said  chapter  seventy-nine,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way,  and  other  ease- 
ments necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and 
preserving  such  water  and  conveying  the  same.  Said  town 
may  erect  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held  under  sections  six 
to  twelve,  inclusive,  proper  dams,  buildings,  fixtures  and 
other  structures,  and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and 
operate  machinery  and  provide  such  other  means  and  ap- 
pliances and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective 
water  works;  and  for  that  purpose  may  construct  and  lay 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  over  and  under  any  lands, 
water  courses,  railroads,  railways,  and,  subject  to  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  selectmen,  over  and  under  pubhc  or 
private  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  in  such  manner  as  not 
unnecessaril}^  to  obstruct  the  same;  and  for  the  purposes  of 
constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  conduits,  pipes  and 
other  works,  and  for  all  other  proper  purposes  under  sections 
six  to  twelve,  inclusive,  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such 
lands  and  ways,  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hin- 
drance to  public  travel  thereon.  The  said  town  shall  not  enter 
upon,  construct  or  lay  any  pipes,  conduits  or  other  works 
within  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation,  except  at 
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such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such 
raih'oad  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  faihirc  so  to  agree,  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  department  of  pubHc  utihties. 

Section  9.     Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  any  Damages, 
action  of  said  town  or  of  its  board  of  water  conunissioners  '"'^°^'«'>''  '^*^- 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  six  to  twelve,  inclusive,  may 
recover  damages  from  said  town  under  said  chapter  seventy- 
nine;   provided,  that  the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  Proviso. 
an}--  water,  Avater  right  or  water  source  or  for  any  injury 
thereto  shall  not  vest  until  the  water  is  actually  withdrawn 
or  diverted  by  said  town  under  authority  of  said  sections  six 
to  twelve,  inclusive. 

Section  10.     Said  town,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  Town  of  var-

Each  TownofVar- 
authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  LoTn,  Acf  ^' 
loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  °^  '^-^• 
their  dates.    Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  section  shall 
be  in  addition  to  that  authorized  by  the  general  laws,  but 
shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,   be  subject  to 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws.    Said  town  shall,  at  fo^'/^etc  °^ 
the  time  of  authorizing  said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the 
payment  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section;   and  when  a  vote  to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a 
sum  which,  with  the  income  derived  from  the  water  rates,  will

meeting,  elect  by  ballot  three  persons  to  constitute  a  board   ^""'^' 
of  water  commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  until 
the  expiration  of  three  years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two 
years,  and  one  until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  from  the  next 
succeeding  annual  town  meeting;   and,  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  held  on  the  day  the  shortest  of  such  terms  expires, 
and  at  each  annual  town  meeting  thereafter,  one  such  com- 
missioner shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three  years.

If 
there  should  be  a  net  surplus  remaining  after  providing  for 
the  aforesaid  charges,  it  shall  be  used  for  such  new  construc- 
tion as  said  board  may  determine  upon;  and  in  case  a  sur- 
plus should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction 
the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  No  money 
shall  be  expended  in  any  new  construction  by  said  board 
except  from  a  surplus  as  aforesaid  unless  the  town  appro- 
priates the  money  therefor.  Said  board  shall  annually,  and 
as  often  as  the  town  may  require,  render  a  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  works  under  its  charge,  and  an  account  of  its 
receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  13.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  taken  or  held  under  this  act,  or 
injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned,  held  or 
used  under  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  holder  thereof 
three  times  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  tort;  and  upon  conviction  of  any 
one  of  the  above  wilful  or  wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year. 

Section  14.  Sections  one  to  five,  inclusive,  of  this  act 
shall  take  effect  upon  their  acceptance  by  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Yarmouth  present  and  voting 
thereon  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  within 
three  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  but  the  number  of 
such  meetings  called  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  three;

OF  LIFE   OR    ENDOWMENT  INSURANCE   UPON   OR  AFTER  THE  ^' 

DEATH   OF  THE  INSURED. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  one  hundred  and  forty  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fl^^^/Jj'  ^  ^^^' 
seventy-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "otherwise"  in  the  seventh  and 
fifty-sixth  Hues  the  words:  —  ,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
—  and  b}^  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  para- 
graph: —  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  payment  upon  or  after  the  death  of  the  insured  of  a 
dividend  for  the  current  policy  year,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  I40.  Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  Annual  divi- 
every  domestic  life  company  heretofore  or  hereafter  or-  cilslffMe^or' 
ganized,  anything  in  its  charter  or  its  certificate  of  incorpora-  endowment 
tion  or  special  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  shall 
provide  in  every  policy  of  life  or  endowment  insurance  here- 
after issued  that  the  proportion  of  the  divisible  surplus  of  the 
company  contributed  by  said  pohcy  shall  be  ascertained  and 
distributed  annually,  and  not  otherwise,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  beginning  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  third  policy 
year;  but  such  distribution  shall  not  be  made  contingent 
upon  the  payment  of  any  further  premium  except  that  if 
dividends  are  allowed  on  an  anniversary  of  the  policy  pre- 
ceding the  third,  such  dividends  may  be  made  subject  to  the 
pajaiient  of  the  succeeding  year's  premium.  Every  such  com- 
pany shall  on  December  thirty-first  of  each  year  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  after  providing  for  the  reserve  re- 
quired by  sections  nine  and  eleven  and  for  all  other  liabihties, 
including  dividends  declared  upon  the  capital  stock,  if  any, 
and  such  sum  as  may  be  held  on  account  of  existing  deferred 
dividend  policies,  and  providing  also  for  a  contingency  re- 
serve not  in  excess  of  the  limit  prescribed  in  the  following 
section,  apportion  its  remaining  funds  upon  the  contribution 
to  surplus  plan,  as  dividends,  to  all  other  policies  entitled  to 
share  therein.  Each  such  dividend  shall  annually,  at  the 
option  of  the  holder  of  the  policy,  (a)  be  payable  in  cash,  or 
(6)  applied  in  reduction  of  premiums,  or  (c)  to  the  purchase 
of  a  paid-up  addition,  or  (d)  be  left  with  the  company  to  ac- 
cumulate to  the  credit  of  the  policy  and  be  payable  at  the 
maturity  thereof,  or  be  withdrawable  in  cash  on  demand  by 
the  holder  of  the  policy,  or  appHed  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 
but  if  no  election  is  made  by  the  holder  of  the  pohcy  prior 
to  any  anniversary  thereof,  the  dividend  for  that  anniversary 
shall  be  held  by  the  company  as  provided  in  option  (d) ;  and 
if  any  premium  on  the  poHcy  is  not  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
the  days  of  grace,  the  company  shall  keep  the  policy  in  force 
by  applying  the  dividend  accumulations  to  the  payment  due 
on  the  policy  if  such  accumulations  are  sufficient  to  make  said 
payment  in  full,   and  shall  forthwith  mail  a  notice  to  the 
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holder  thereof  at  his  last  known  address,  stating  what  amount 
has  been  so  apphed,  and  if  a  balance  of  the  dividend  accumu- 
lations remains  to  the  credit  of  the  policy,  the  amount  thereof, 
provided  that  the  share  of  the  surplus  so  apportioned  to  a 
term  policy  shall  not  be  available  for  the  purchase  of  a  paid- 
up  addition,  and  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
operate  to  continue  a  policy  in  force  beyond  the  period  which 
any  dividend  accumulation  so  applied  would  carry  the  pohcy 
under  its  full  premium  rate,  nor  beyond  the  term  for  which 
the  pohcy  was  originally  issued,  and  that  the  affidavit  of  any 
officer,  clerk  or  agent  of  the  company,  or  of  any  one  authorized 
to  mail  such  notice,  that  the  notice  required  by  this  section 
has  been  duly  mailed  by  the  company,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  such  notice  was  duly  given. 

On  policies  of  industrial  insurance  on  which  premiums  are 
payable  weekly  the  annual  surplus  distribution  shall  begin 
not  later  than  the  end  of  the  fifth  poHcy  year,  and  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  any  premiums,  or  at  the  option  of  the 
holder  of  the  policy  be  made  in  cash,  but  such  distribution 
shall  not  be  made  contingent  upon  the  paj^ment  of  future 
premiums. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  contracts  of  pure  endov/inent 
or  annuities  nor  to  any  stock  life  company  issuing  only  non- 
participating  policies.  A  foreign  life  company  which  does  not 
provide  in  every  participating  pohcy  hereafter  issued  or 
delivered  in  the  commonwealth  that  the  proportion  of  the 
surplus  accruing  upon  said  policy  shall  be  ascertained  and 
distributed  annually  and  not  otherwise,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  either  by  payment  in  cash  of  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  a  policy,  or  by  its  application  to  the  payment  of 
premiums  or  to  the  purchase  of  paid-up  additions,  or  for  the 
accumulation  of  the  amounts  from  time  to  time  apportioned, 
said  accumulations  to  be  subject  to  withdrawal  by  the  policy 
holder,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  do  new  business  within  the 
commonwealth. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
payment  upon  or  after  the  death  of  the  insured  of  a  dividend 
for  the  current  policy  year.        Approved  March  20,  1928.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Section  eleven  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  o.  l.  54,  §11, 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  and  by  chapter  ninety-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "annually"  in  the  second  line  the

works  in  accordance  with  its  provisions. 

Section  2.     The  board  of  public  works  shall  consist  of 
com'prise'board.  three  pcrsons,  legal  voters  of  said  city,  who  shall  be  appointed 
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as  follows:  —  The  mayor  shall  appoint,  one  person  to  serve  Terma. 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  one  to  serve  until  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  until  the  expiration  of 
three  j-ears,  from  the  first  Monday  in  February,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  thereafter  in  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year,  one  person  to  serve  until  the  expiration 
of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  February  then  next 
ensuing.    A  vacancy  occurring  may  be  filled  at  any  time  for  Vacancies. 
the  unexpired  term  by  the  mayor.     The  members  of  said  Compensation, 
board  of  public  works  shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
their  services  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  from  time  to  time 
establish  by  ordinance. 

Section  3.     Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  Members  to  be 
duties,  the  members  of  said  board  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faith-  ^^°™' 
ful  discharge  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  powers  of  the  board  of  pubHc  works  shall  adm?Sst?ative. 
be  administrative.  It  shall  have  cognizance,  direction  and  etc. 
control  of:  (a)  the  construction,  location,  relocation,  repair 
and  care  of  the  streets,  ways,  sidewalks  and  sewers;  (b)  the 
construction,  alteration,  repair  and  maintenance  of  public 
bridges;  (c)  the  care,  superintendence  and  management  of 
public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city  and  of  shade  and  orna- 
mental trees  gi'owing  in  and  along  city  highways;  provided,  Proviso, 
that  this  act  shall  not  affect  the  management  of  any  pubHc 
park  belonging  to  the  city  unless  after  the  date  this  act  takes 
effect  the  management  thereof  is  specifically  transferred  to 
the  board  of  public  works  by  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen.

Section  8.     The  board  of  public  works  shall  annually  in  To  appoint 
the  month  of  February  appoint  a  competent  civil  engineer,  "*^  engineer, 
who  shall  be  styled  the  city  engineer,  and  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  board.    He  Compensation, 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  and  the 
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said  board  shall  fix  his  compensation.  The  said  board  may- 
appoint  a  superintendent  of  streets  and  such  subordinate 
officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  may  establish  the  terms  of 
office  of  such  of  them  as  are  not  under  civil  service;  provided, 
that  the  incumbents,  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  of 
such  of  said  offices  as  are  under  civil  service  shall  continue 
to  serve  as  such  under  said  board  subject  to  the  civil  service 
laws  and  rules,  but  without  further  examination.

be  dangerous  to  pubhc  health,  he  shah  be  placed  under 
medical  treatment  and  cared  for  as  above  provided  in  the 
institution  where  he  has  been  confined  until,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  attending  physician,  the  said  symptoms  have  dis- 
appeared and  his  discharge  will  not  endanger  the  pubhc 
health.  The  expense  of  his  support,  not  exceeding  three 
doflars  and  fifty  cents  a  week,  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  where 
he  has  a  settlement,  after  notice  of  the  expiration  of  his 
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sentence  and  of  his  condition  to  the  board  of  public  welfare 
thereof,  or,  if  he  is  a  state  charge,  by  the  commonwealth 
after  like  notice  to  the  department  of  pubhc  welfare.

MOTOR  vehicles  WHEN  APPROACHING  PEDESTRIANS.

Section  fourteen  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  five  of  the  acts  of

Every  person  operating  a  motor  vehicle  shall 
bring  the  vehicle  and  the  motor  propelling  it  immediately 
to  a  stop  when  approaching  a  horse  or  .other  draft  animal 
being  led,  ridden  or  driven,  if  such  animal  appears  to  be 
frightened  and  if  the  person  in  charge  thereof  shall  signal 
so  to  do;  and,  if  travehng  in  the  opposite  direction  to  that  in 
which  such  animal  is  proceeding,  said  vehicle  shall  remain 
stationary  so  long  as  may  be  reasonable  to  allow  such  animal 
to  pass;  or,  if  traveling  in  the  same  direction,  the  person 
operating  shall  use  reasonable  caution  in  thereafter  passing 
such  animal.  In  approaching  or  passing  a  car  of  a  street

The  first 
third  in  order  of  votes  received  of  members  so  elected  shall 
serve  three  years,  the  second  third  in  such  order  shall  serve 
two  years,  and  the  remaining  third  in  such  order  shall  serve 
one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  annual  town  meeting;  in  case  of 
a  tie  vote  affecting  the  division  into  thirds  as  aforesaid  the 
members  elected  from  the  precinct  shall  by  ballot  determine 
the  same;  and  thereafter,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
herein,  at  each  annual  town  election  the  registered  voters  of

assessors,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  health,  the  chairman 
of  the  park  commissioners,  the  chairman  of  the  water  and 
sewer  board,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  public  welfare, 
the  chairman  of  the  cemetery  commissioners,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  finance  committee.  The  town  clerk  shall  notify 
the  town  meeting  members  of  the  time  and  place  at  which 
representative  town  meetings  are  to  be  held,  the  notices  to 
be  sent  by  mail  at  least  seven  days  before  the  meeting. 

The  town  meeting  members,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the 
judges  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  their  members. 
One  hundred  town  meeting  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  doing  business;  but  a  less  number  may  organize 
temporarily  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  Notice  of 
every  adjourned  representative  town  meeting  shall  be  posted 
by  the  town  clerk  in  five  or  more  public  places  in  the  town; 
and  the  town  clerk  shall  also  notify  the  members  by  mail  of 
the  adjournment  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time 
of  the  adjourned  representative  town  meeting,  if  the  period 
of  adjournment  will  permit.

Any  vacancy  in  the  full  number  of  town  vacancies  in 
meeting  members  from  any  precinct,  whether  arising  from  a  [own  ^etlng^ 
failure  of  the  registered  voters  thereof  to  elect,  or  from  any  j™®™'^^''^'  ^"" 
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other  cause,  may  be  filled  until  the  next  annual  election  by 
the  remaining  town  meeting  members  of  the  precinct  from 
among  the  registered  voters  thereof.  Notice  of  any  vacancy 
shall  promptly  be  given  by  the  town  clerk  to  the  remaining 
members  from  the  precinct  in  which  the  vacancy  or  vacancies 
exist  and  the  town  clerk  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  such 
members  for  the  purpose  of  filling  any  vacancy,  and  shall 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  every  such  member  not  less  than  seven 
days  before  the  time  set  for  the  meeting,  a  notice  specifying 
the  object,  time  and  place  of  the  meeting.  At  the  said  meet- 
ing a  majority  of  the  members  from  such  precinct  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  and  they  shall  elect  from  their  own  number 
a  chairman  and  a  clerk.

Section  1.  Beginning  with  the  second  Tuesday  of  De- 
cember in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  munic- 
ipal elections  in  the  city  of  Woburn  for  the  choice  of  mayor, 
members  of  the  city  council  and  members  of  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  be  held  biennially  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
December  in  every  odd-numbered  year. 

Section  2.  Beginning  with  the  biennial  municipal  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one, 
the  mayor  and  members  of  the  city  council  of  said  city  shall 
be  elected  for  terms  of  two  years  and  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  are  quahfied.  The  inauguration  meeting  of  the 
city  government  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
following  each  biennial  municipal  election.  After  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  if  occurring  prior  to  the  last 
six  months  of  his  term,  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term.  Any  vacancy  in  the  school  committee  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term  at  the  next  succeeding  municipal 
election  held  more  than  sixty  days  after  such  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  3.  At  the  biennial  municipal  election  to  be  held 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  three  members 
of  the  school  committee  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  four  years 
each  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  At  the  annual 
municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  and  at  the  annual  municipal  election  to  be 
held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  three  members 
of  the  school  committee  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years  each  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  At  the 
annual  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine,  three  members  of  the  school  committee 
shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  four  years  each  and  until  the 
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qualification  of  their  successors  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
biennial  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three.  At  the  biennial  municipal  election 
to  be  held  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  and 
at  each  biennial  election  thereafter  six  members  of  the  school 
committee  shall  be  elected  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the 
following  January  and  of  the  members  so  to  be  elected  three 
shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  two  years  and  three  for  terms  ■ 
of  four  years  each. 

Section  4.     Such  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  P"^*^'?, 
seventy-two  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  provisions 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  as  repealed. 
are  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  registered  to"y^efj°etc 
voters  of  the  city  of  Woburn  at  the  state  election  in  the  cur- 
rent year  in  the  form  of  the  following  question  which  shall 
be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  in  said  city  at  said 
election:  —  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  entitled  'An  Act 
providing  for  Biennial  Municipal  Elections  in  the  City  of 
Woburn',  be  accepted?"

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     On  or  before  December  first  of  the  current  Redivision 
year,  the  city  of  Pittsfield,  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  shall  piusSeid  into 

wards. 
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make  a  new  division  of  its  territory  into  such  number  of 
wards  as  may  be  fixed  by  law.  The  boundaries  of  such  wards 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  wards  shall  contain,  as  nearly 
as  can  be  ascertained  and  as  may  be  consistent  with  well 
defined  limits  to  each  ward,  an  equal  number  of  voters.  The 
city  clerk  shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  to  the  state 
secretary  of  the  number  and  designations  of  the  wards  so 
estabhshed,  together  with  an  official  copy  of  the  description 
of  said  wards.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  registrars 
of  voters,  the  assessors  and  any  other  board  or  officer  of  said 
city,  including  the  police  department,  may,  and  upon  request 
of  said  city  council  shall,  consult  with  it  and  furnish  to  it  all 
facts  and  information  requested  within  their  control  or  knowl- 
edge, and  all  the  resources  and  facilities  of  said  city  boards  or 
officers,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  available  to  said  city  council. 
As  soon  as  may  be  after  such  redivision  into  wards,  the  alder- 
men shall  divide  such  city  into  voting  precincts,  conformably 
to  section  two  of  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 
Such  redivision  shall  take  effect  on  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-nine. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance, 
on  or  before  July  first  of  the  current  year,  by  vote  of  the  city 
council  of  said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter;

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
county  court  house  accommodations  and  facilities  in  the  city 
of  Northampton,  the  county  commissioners  of  Hampshire 
county  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy- 
nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  land  as  may  be  necessary,  and  may  erect  on  land 
so  taken  or  acquired  or  on  land  already  owned  by  said 
county,  an  addition  or  annex  to  the  present  county  court 
house  in  said  city  or  an  additional  building,  and  may  furnish 
and  equip  such  addition,  annex  or  building. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  county 
treasurer  of  said  county,  with  the  approval  of  the  county 
commissioners,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  on  the  credit

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  additional  build- 
ings for  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  for  remodeling  existing 
buildings  of  said  hospital  and  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
property  for  the  purposes  of  said  hospital,  or  for  any  of  said 
purposes,  the  city  of  Boston  may  borrow,  outside  the  statu- 
tory limit  of  indebtedness,  from  time  to  time  within  a  period 
of  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  milUon  five 
"hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Boston 
City  Hospital  Loan,  Act  of  1928.

Subject  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  it  may  promulgate,  the  department  shall  issue 
certificates  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  tidal  waters  and 
flats  and  shellfish  taken  therefrom,  in  respect  to  contamina- 
tion, and,  upon  the  request  of  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
ten  dollars  by  a  person  who  buys  shellfish  or  maintains  an 
establishment  for  packing  shellfish  and  desires  to  ship  the 
same  outside  the  commonwealth,  and,  upon  the  request  of 
and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars  by  a  person  who  digs 
or  takes  shellfish  and  desires  to  ship  the  same  outside  the 
commonwealth,  the  department  may  annually  issue  certifi- 
cates relative  to  the  condition  of  the  establishment  or  equip- 
ment of  such  person.  The  said  certificates  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  will  most  effectively  safeguard  the  public  health  and 
meet  the  provisions  of  the  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  require- 
ments of  the  United  States  as  to  interstate  commerce  in 
shellfish  and  of  other  states  in  relation  to  the  importation, 
inspection  and  consumption  of  shellfish  within  their  respective 
limits.  The  department  may  also  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  the  form,  contents  and  use  of  said 
certificates  to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessary  to  safeguard 
the  public  health  and  to  enable  the  shellfish  industry  to  com- 
ply with  the  said  provisions.  The  commissioner  of  public 
health  may  revoke  and  cancel  and  require  the  surrender  of 
any  certificate  issued  under  this  section,  if,  in  his  opinion, 
after  a  hearing  by  the  said  commissioner  or  some  person 
designated  by  him,  the  holder  thereof  is  guilty  of  violating 
any  such  rule  or  regulation  or  any  provision  of  this  or  the 
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preceding  section,  or  upon  a  change  in  the  facts  and  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  such  certificate.  Pending  the  hearing  the 
certificate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended.

For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  ex-  city  of 
penses  and  liabilities  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  incident  to  nfayTorfwv 
carrjdng  out  the  purposes  specified  in  chapter  three  hundred  ""^^Jof 
and  seventeen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  enlarging  its 
acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  ^^stem. 
sixty-three  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eight- 
een, the  city  of  Springfield  may  borrow  from  time  to  time 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, four  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to 
any  amounts  previously  authorized,  and  may  issue  bonds  or 
notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  in  denominations  of  one 
thousand  dollars  or  multiples  thereof,  for  an  amount  equal 
to  said  sum  of  four  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  plus 
the  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  authorized  by  section  six 
of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  and  one  million 
five  hundred  ten  thousand  dollars,  being  part  of  the  four 
million  dollars  authorized  by  section  one  of  chapter  twenty- 
eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-four  and  still 
remaining  unissued,  which  securities,  not  exceeding,  in  the 
aggregate,  sLx  million  five  hundred  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Springfield  Water  Loan,  Act  of  ^P^gj^^o^li 
1928.

of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest  as  it  accrues  on 
the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  and  to  make  such  pay- 
ments on  the  principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provi- 
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sions  of  this  act  shall,  without  further  vote,  be  assessed  by  the 
assessors  of  said  city  annually  thereafter,  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes,  until  the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  or  loans  is 
extinguished.

years,  and  for  such  rental  as  said  board,  subject  to  like  ap- 
proval, may  determine,  the  exclusive  right  to  occupy,  use  and 
operate  all  or  any  part  of  the  buildings,  machinery,  equip- 
ment and  appurtenances  erected  or  otherwise  acquired  by 
said  city  for  the  aforesaid  purpose,  together  with  the  right 
to  draw  and  use  for  such  operation  water  from  any  reservoir 
or  reservoirs  now  or  hereafter  constructed  for  said  city  upon 
said  streams  or  any  of  them,  and  any  such  lease  may  also 
authorize  the  erection,  maintenance,  use  and  operation, 
during  the  term  thereof  upon  the  land  owned  by  said  city, 
of  additional  buildings,  machinery,  equipment  and  appur-

inhabitants  and  to  other  municipalities  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  and  to  corporations  so  far  as  the  supply  to  such 
municipalities  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  and  to  corporations 
may  be  permitted  by  any  general  or  special  law  now  or  here- 
inafter in  force,  and  shall  also  contain  suitable  provisions 
which  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  will  adequately  secure  to 
said  city  at  all  times  the  existence  of  a  sufficient  reserve  supply 
of  water  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  in  the  reservoirs  on  the 
aforesaid  streams.  For  the  purposes  of  section  three  of  chap- 
ter six  hundred  and  seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and

No  person  shall  transport,  or  cause  to  be  transported,  into 
this  commonwealth,  for  consumption  as  food,  any  shell- 
fish taken  or  dug  from  grounds  outside  the  commonwealth, 
or  sell,  cause  to  be  sold,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  for 
consumption  as  aforesaid,  any  shellfish  so  taken  or  dug, 
unless  there  is  on  file  in  the  department  of  public  health 
a  paper,  approved  by  said  department,  in  which  the  state 
board  or  department  of  health  or  other  board  or  officer 
having  like  powers  of  the  state  where  such  grounds  are  situ- 
ated states  that  such  grounds  are  free  from  contamination 
and  also  a  paper  approved  as  aforesaid  in  which  such  state 
board  or  department  of  health  or  other  board  or  officer 
having  like  powers  states  that  the  establishment  and  equip- 
ment of  the  person  shipping  the  same  into  the  common- 
wealth are  in  good,  sanitary  condition;  provided,  that  the 
foregoing  provisions  relative  to  transportation  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  common  carriers,  their  servants  or  agents.  No  such 
paper  shall  be  approved  by  the  department  of  public  health 
which  does  not  meet  the  provisions  of  the  laws,  rules,  regu- 
lations and  requirements  of  the  United  States  as  to  interstate 
commerce  in  shellfish.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
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than  thirty  days,  or  both.     The  provisions  of  this  section  Enforcement. 
shall  be  enforced  by  local  boards  of  health.

REGISTERED   LAND. 
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Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following:  —  Said  owner's  duplicate 
certificate,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  chapter,  maj^  be  pro- 
duced by  photographic  process  from  the  original  certificate  of 
title,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the  photographic  copy 
of  an  assistant  recorder's  signature  on  a  duplicate  certificate 
so  produced  shall  have  the  same  validity  as  his  written  sig- 
nature, —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  4-8.  Immedi- 
ately upon  the  entry  of  the  decree  of  registration,  the  recorder 
shall  send  a  certified  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  court, 
to  the  register  of  deeds  for  the  district  or  districts  where  the 
land  lies,  and  the  register,  as  assistant  recorder,  shall  tran- 
scribe the  decree  in  a  book  to  be  called  the  registration  book, 
in  which  a  leaf  or  leaves  in  consecutive  order  shall  be  devoted 
exclusively  to  each  title,  and  note  therein  the  day,  hour  and 
minute  when  said  decree  is  transcribed.  The  entry  made  by 
the  assistant  recorder  in  this  book  in  each  case  shall  be  the 
original  certificate  of  title,  shall  be  signed  by  him  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  court.  All  certificates  of  title  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively,  beginning  with  number  one.  The 
assistant  recorder  shall  in  each  case  make  an  exact  duplicate 
of  the  original  certificate,  including  the  seal,  but  putting  on 
it  the  words  "Owner's  duplicate  certificate",  and  deliver 
it  to  the  owner  or  to  his  duly  authorized  attorney.  In  case  of 
a  variance  between  the  owner's  duphcate  certificate  and  the 
original  certificate,  the  original  shall  prevail.  The  certified 
copy  of  the  decree  of  registration  shall  be  filed  and  numbered 
by  the  assistant  recorder,  with  a  reference  noted  on  it  to  the 
place  of  record  of  the  original  certificate  of  title.  If,  however,

VENT  THE  GRANTING  OR  ISSUING  OF  CERTAIN  LICENSES  AND 
PERMITS  BY  THE  STATE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  thirty  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  ^^^3^'  ^  ^^' 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
thirteenth  line,  the  words  "the  permit  or  license  shall  be 
refused"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  or  upon 
the  refusal  to  grant  or  issue  the  same  by  the  officer  or  board 
designated  for  the  purpose  by  the  marshal  under  the  follow- 
ing section,  the  license  or  permit  shall  in  no  event  be  granted 
or  issued,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  30.  The  Powers  of 
marshal  shall  have  within  the  metropohtan  district  the  powers  ^rshal! 
given  by  sections  ten,  thirteen,  fourteen,  twenty,  twenty-one 
and  twenty-two  to  license  persons  or  premises,  or  to  grant 
permits  for,  or  to  inspect  or  regulate,  the  keeping,  storage, 
use,  manufacture,  sale,  handhng,  transportation  or  other  dis- 
position of  gunpowder,  dynamite,  nitroglycerine,  camphine

Chap. 27 5  An  Act  authorizing  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  certain 

LAND  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  APPURTENANT  TO  THE  STATE 
INFIRMARY  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  TEWKSBURY. 

Be  it  e7iacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  the  state  infirmary  and  the 
commission  on  administration  and  finance,  acting  jointly,  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, within  five  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  act, 
to  sell  and  convey,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  all  or  any  parts  of  the 
following  described  land  in  the  town  of  Tewksbury  now  held 
b}^  the  commonwealth  for  the  purposes  of  the  state  infirmary: 
a  lot  of  land,  consisting  of  about  eleven  acres,  situated  on 
Main  street  in  said  town,  being  the  same  premises  conveyed 
to  the  commonwealth  by  Isaac  H.  Meserve  by  deed  dated 
May  seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and  recorded 
with  Middlesex  North  District  Deeds,  book  number  twenty- 
one,  page  one  hundred  and  forty-six;  and  all  land  in  said 
town  conveyed  to  the  commonwealth  by  Charlotte  F.  C. 
Higbee  by  deed  dated  September  sixteenth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  four,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  North  District 
Deeds,  book  number  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  page 
forty-four,  which  borders  upon  North  street  and  lies  within 
areas  between  the  southerly  street  line  thereof  and  a  line 
parallel  thereto  and  distant  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  south- 
erly therefrom.

or  corporation,  or  any  department  thereof,  and  pays  disa- 
bility benefits  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  a  week,  and  which 
is  not  conducted  as  a  business  enterprise  or  for  profit,  and  a 
subordinate  lodge  of  a  secret  fraternity  or  order  as  defined  in 
this  section  which  is  not  conducted  as  a  business  enterprise 
or  for  profit,  which  pays  death  benefits  to  families  or  depend- 
ents of  deceased  members  as  fixed  by  its  by-laws,  but  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  if  the  lodge  membership  is  two 
hundred  or  less,  and  if  over  two  hundred  not  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  an  assessment  of  one  dollar  upon  each  member

from  the  amount  payable  at  the  member's  death,  and  that 
the  total  amount  so  paid,  both  at  the  death  of  the  member 
and  of  the  member's  wife,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  al- 
lowed by  this  section  to  be  paid  at  the  death  of  a  member.

Each   authorized   issue   shall   constitute   a  HousfL^aT*" 
separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  ^ct  of  1928. 

Such  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  and  counter- 
signed by  the  county  commissioners.     The  county  may  sell 
said  securities  at  public  or  private  sale  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  county  commissioners  may  deem  proper, 
but  not  for  less  than  their  par  value.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Falmouth  may  lay  out,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  system  or  systems  of  main 
drains  and  common  sewers  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its 
territory,  with  such  connections  and  other  works  as  may  be 
required  for  a  system  of  sewage  disposal;  may  construct 
such  drains  or  sewers  over  and/or  under  land  or  tide  water  in 
said  town  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  sewage  to 
Great  harbor;  may  establish  filter  beds  for  the  treatment  of 
the  sewage  collected  by  said  system;  and,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  better  surface  or  other  drainage,  guarding  against 
pollution  of  waters  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public  health, 
may  lay,  make  and  maintain  such  drains  as  it  deems  best. 
For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  town  may,  within  its  hmits, 
deepen,  widen  and  clear  of  obstruction  any  brook,  stream  or 
water  course,  and  may  straighten  or  alter  the  channel  or 
divert  the  water  thereof,  and  may  make  and  maintain  sub- 
drains,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  state  department  of 
public  health,  discharge  such  water  into  any  brook,  stream 
or  water  course  within  the  town. 

Section  2,  The  town,  at  the  meeting  when  this  act  is 
accepted,  may  vote  that  the  selectmen  shall  act  as  a  board  of 
sewer  commissioners,  and  when  acting  as  such  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  authority  given  to  the  board  of  sewer  com- 
missioners by  this  act  or  by  general  law.  If  the  town  does 
not  so  vote  at  said  meeting,  it  may  elect  by  ballot,  at  any 
town  meeting,  a  board  of  three  sewer  commissioners,  who 
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shall  be  citizens  of  the  town,  to  hold  office,  if  elected  at  an 
annual  meeting,  one  until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  one 
until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration 
of  three  years,  from  such  annual  town  meeting,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified,  or,  if  elected  at  a  special  meeting,  one 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year,  one  until  the  expiration  of 
two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration  of  three  years,  from 
the  next  succeeding  annual  town  meeting,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified;  and  thereafter  at  each  annual  town 
meeting,  at  which  the  term  of  office  of  a  member  of  the  board 
expires,  the  town  shall  elect  one  member  of  the  board  to  serve 
for  three  years  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified.  Any 
selectman  may  be  a  member  of  said  board  so  elected.  In 
either  case,  whether  the  town  votes  that  its  selectmen  shall 
act  as  a  board  of  sewer  commissioners,  or  elects  a  board  of

hundred  and  eighteen,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  special 
act",  the  public  management  and  control  of  the  company 
by  trustees  shall  be  extended,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  said  date.     The  company  Powers,  duties. 
may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  exercise  all  the  company, 
powers  and  privileges  of  a  street  railway  company  organized 
under  general  laws,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  and, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  of  public  utilities, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  department",  any  powers  or

tion  fourteen  hereof,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  council,  shall  appoint  two  persons  who  with  a

No  contract  for  construction  work  or  for  the  purchase  of 
apparatus,  supplies  or  materials,  whether  for  repairs  or 
original  construction,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  amounts 
to  five  hundred  dollars  or  more,  except  in  cases  of  special 
emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people  or

The  following  words  and  phrases,  as  used  in 
this  chapter,  shall  have  the  following  meanings  unless  the 
context  otherwise  requires:  — 

(a)  "Commissioner",  the  commissioner  of  corporations 
and  taxation. 

(Jo)  "Motor  vehicle"  shall  include  any  vehicle  propelled 
by  any  power  other  than  muscular,  except  boats,  tractors 
used  exclusively  for  agricultural  purposes  and  such  vehicles 
as  run  only  on  rails  or  tracks. 

(c)  "Distributor"  shall  include  any  person  who  imports 
or  causes  to  be  imported  fuel,  as  herein  defined,  for  use,  dis- 
tribution or  sale  in  the  commonwealth;  and  also  any  person 
who  produces,  refines,  manufactures  or  compounds  fuel,  as 
herein  defined,  within  the  commonwealth. 

{d)  "Fuel"  shall  include  gasoline,  benzol,  or  other  products 
used  in  propelling  motor  vehicles  using  combustion  type 
engines  upon  or  over  the  highways  of  the  commonwealth. 

(e)  "Purchaser"  shall  include,  in  addition  to  its  usual 
meaning,  the  distributor  in  the  case  of  a  transfer  of  fuel  by 
a  distributor  into  a  motor  vehicle,  or  into  a  receptacle  from 
which  fuel  is  supplied  by  him  to  his  own  or  other  motor 
vehicles. 

(/)  "Sale"  shall  include,  in  addition  to  its  usual  meaning, 
the  transfer  of  fuel  bj'-  a  distributor  into  a  motor  vehicle  or 
into  a  receptacle  from  which  fuel  is  supplied  by  him  to  his 
own  or  other  motor  vehicles. 

{g)  "Board  of  appeal",  the  board  of  appeal  from  decisions 
of  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  provided 
for  by  section  twenty-one  of  chapter  six. 

{h)  The  verb  "to  sell"  in  all  of  its  moods  and  tenses  shall 
refer  to  a  sale  as  herein  defined. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner,  upon  application  of  any 
person,  may  grant  to  him  a  license  as  distributor  permitting 
him  to  continue  or  engage  in  business  as  a  distributor  in  the 
commonwealth.  No  distributor  shall  make  any  sale  of  fuel 
in  the  commonwealth,  except  a  sale  which  is  exempt  under 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  without  such 
a  license;  jjrovided,  that  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  a  distributor  engaged  in  business  as  such  in  the 
commonwealth  at  the  time  this  chapter  takes  efi"ect  until 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  therefrom.

in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  herein  provided. 
All  claims  for  reimbursement  shall  be  made  by  affidavit  in 
such  form  and  containing  such  information  as  the  commis- 
sioner shall  prescribe,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  original 
invoices  or  sales  receipts,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  com- 
missioner within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  purchase  or 
invoice.  The  commissioner  may  require  such  further  in- 
formation as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  determination 
of  such  claims,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  receipt 
transmit  all  claims  approved  by  him  to  the  comptroller  for 
certification ;  and  the  amount  approved  by  the  commissioner 
and  certified  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  forthwith  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  excise  tax  levied  under  this  chapter,  without 
specific  appropriation.  The  commissioner  shall  provide  by 
reasonable  rules  or  regulations  for  the  sale  of  fuel,  free  of  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  chapter,  by  any  person,  to  the  ulti- 
mate purchaser  upon  the  receipt  of  a  written  statement, 
signed  by  such  ultimate  purchaser,  that  such  fuel  is  intended 
to  be  consumed  in  some  manner  other  than  in  the  operation 
of  motor  vehicles  upon  or  over  the  highways  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  if  such  excise  has  already  been  paid  or  is  charge- 
able, for  the  reimbursement,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  excise 
levied  under  this  chapter,  of  the  person  so  selling  such  fuel, 
to  the  amount  of  such  excise. 

Section  8.  No  provision  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  or  be 
construed  to  apply  to  foreign  or  interstate  commerce,  except 
in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  permitted  under  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Section  9.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  seven, 
the  tax  in  every  instance  shall  be  borne  by  the  purchaser, 
and  no  person  offering  fuel  for  sale  shall  sell,  advertise  or 
offer  for  sale  said  fuel  separately  from  the  tax  imposed  by  this 
chapter.  For  any  violation  of  this  section,  the  permit  to 
keep  and  sell  crude  petroleum  or  any  of  its  products,  issued 
by  the  state  fire  marshal  or  his  agent,  shall  be  suspended  by 
the  said  marshal  on  request  of  the  commissioner  for  such  time 
as  said  commissioner  deems  proper. 

Section  10.  Sums  due  to  the  commonwealth  under  this 
chapter  as  excise  or  as  penalties  or  forfeitures  may  be  re- 
covered by  the  attorney  general  in  an  action  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  may  suspend 
the  license  of  a  distributor  for  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  chapter,  but  the  distributor  may  appeal  from  his  de- 
cision within  ten  days  thereafter  to  the  board  of  appeal, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Section  11.  Any  distributor  or  purchaser  of  fuel  who 
violates  any  provision  of  this  chapter,  or  who  files  any  false 
return,  affidavit  or  statement,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  12.  The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  equity  to  restrain  the  collection,  upon  any  sale 
exempted  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States, 
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of  tlie  excise  imposed  by  this  chapter.  Said  bill  shall  be 
brought  against  the  commissioner,  whether  the  question  of 
the  collection  of  the  excise  is  in  the  hands  of  the  attorney 
general  or  pending  before  the  board  of  appeal  or  is  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  commissioner. 

Section   IS.     All   sums   received   under   this   chapter   as  Disposition  of 
excise,  penalties  or  forfeitures,  interest,  costs  of  suit  and  as?xciS,%''e!f- 
fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  aities.etis. 
and  shall  be  credited  to  the  Highway  Fund.  highway  Fund. 

Section  2.  Section  one  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  General  ^g^am4nded 
Laws,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred

tain,  in  addition  to  such  other  particulars  as  may  be  required 
by  the  registrar,  a  statement  of  the  name,  place  of  residence 
and  address  of  the  applicant,  with  a  brief  description  of  the 
motor  vehicle  or  trailer,  including  the  name  of  the  maker, 
the  number,  if  any,  affixed  by  the  maker,  and,  in  case  of  a 
motor  vehicle,  the  engine  number  and  the  character  of  the 
motor  power.     The  registration  fee  as  required  in  section  Fee  to 
thirty-three  shall  accompany  such  application.  tp^i^tlon. 

The  registrar  or  his  duly  authorized  agents  shall  register  Registration 
in  a  book  or  upon  suitable  index  cards  to  be  kept  for  the  pur-  cCTtifiS^e?^ 
pose  the  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  described  in  the  application, 
giving  to  the  vehicle  a  distinguishing  mark  or  number  to  be 
known  as  the  register  number  for  that  vehicle,  and  shall 
thereupon  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate  of  registration. 
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The  certificate  shall  contain  the  name,  place  of  residence  and 
address  of  the  applicant  and  the  register  number  or  mark, 
and  shall  be  in  such  form  and  contain  such  further  informa- 
tion as  the  registrar  may  determine. 

An  applicant  for  the  registration  of  a  motor  vehicle  or

Upon  the  transfer  of  ownership  of  any  motor  vehicle  or 
trailer  its  registration  shall  expire,  and  the  person  in  whose 
name  such  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  is  registered  shall  forth- 
with return  the  certificate  of  registration  to  the  registrar 
with  a  written  notice  containing  the  date  of  the  transfer  of 
ownership  and  the  name,  place  of  residence  and  address  of 
the  new  owner;  provided,  that  on  the  death  of  an  owner 
of  a  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  its  registration  shall  be  deemed 
to  continue  in  force  as  a  valid  registration  until  the  end  of 
the  year  or  until  the  ownership  of  such  motor  vehicle  or 
trailer  is  transferred  by  the  executor  or  administrator  of 
the  estate  of  such  owner,  whichever  occurs  first.

section  thirty-three,  may  have  registered  in  his  name  for  the 
remainder  of  the  calendar  year  another  motor  vehicle  or 
trailer;  provided  that  if  the  fee  provided  for  registration  of 
the  vehicle  sought  to  be  registered  is  more  than  the  fee  for 
registration  of  the  vehicle  transferred  as  aforesaid,  the  appli- 
cant shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  substitution  fee,  the  dif- 
ference between  said  fees  for  registration. 

A  person  who,  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  any  year, 
transfers  the  ownership  or  loses  possession  of  any  vehicle 
registered  in  his  name  and  applies  for  registration  of  another 
vehicle  the  fee  for  registration  of  which  is  less  than  the  fee 
for  registration  of  the  vehicle  transferred  or  lost  possession 
of  as  aforesaid,  shall,  upon  the  payment  as  aforesaid  of  the 
proper  substitution  fee,  be  entitled  to  a  rebate  equivalent  to 
one  half  the  difference  between  said  fees  for  registration;  and 
a  person  under  like  conditions  who  does  not  apply  for  regis- 
tration of  another  vehicle  but  who,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  September  in  the  same  year,  files  in  the  office  of  the  regis- 
trar a  written  application  for  a  rebate  shall  be  entitled  to  a

the   registration   of  every   automobile   of   the   convertible 
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passenger  type  with  box  or  slip-on  body  of  a  carrying  capacity  Fees. 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  pounds  used  for  the  transportation 
of  tools,  utensils,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  the  fee  shall 
be  fifteen  dollars  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  four  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  when  gasoline  driven,  and  provided  further 
that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  any 
vehicle  the  fee  for  the  registration  of  which  is  provided  for 
in  the  preceding  paragraph.  The  aforesaid  weight  shall 
mean  the  weight  of  such  vehicle  when  fully  equipped  for  the 
road.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  may  establish 
rules  for  determining  the  weight  of  such  vehicle  and  its 
maximum  carrying  capacity,  and  he  may  in  his  discretion 
use  the  maker's  weight  with  due  allowance  for  extras. 

For  the  registration  of  every  automobile  known*  as  a 
taxi-cab,  fifteen  dollars  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  four 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  when  gasoline  driven. 

For  the  registration  of  every  motor  bus  or  other  motor 
vehicle,  the  fee  for  the  registration  of  which  is  not  herein- 
before provided  for,  used  for  carrying  passengers  for  hire 
and  having  a  seating  capacity  of  seven  persons  or  less,  four 
dollars  for  each  seat  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  one  dollar 
and  twenty  cents  for  each  seat  when  gasoline  driven,  and 
for  the  registration  of  every  such  motor  bus  or  other  vehicle 
having  a  seating  capacity  in  excess  of  seven  persons,  five 
dollars  for  each  seat  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  seat  when  gasoline  driven,  but  in  no 
event  less  than  twenty  dollars  when  non-gasoline  driven  or 
six  dollars  when  gasoline  driven.  In  determining  seating 
capacity  aforesaid  the  driver's  seat  shall  not  be  included. 
The  word  "seat"  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  mean  the 
space  ordinarily  occupied  by  one  person. 

For  the  registration  of  every  automobile,  the  fee  for  which 
is  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  according  to  the  follow- 
ing schedule :  — 

Less  than  thirty  horse  power,  ten  dollars  when  non- 
gasoline  driven  and  three  dollars  when  gasoline  driven. 

Thirty  or  more,  but  less  than  forty  horse  power,  fifteen 
dollars  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  when  gasoline  driven. 

Forty  or  more,  but  less  than  fifty  horse  power,  twenty 
dollars  when  non-gasoline  driven  and  six  dollars  when 
gasoline  driven. 

Fifty  horse  power  and  above,  twenty-five  dollars  when 
non-gasoHne  driven  and  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  when 
gasoline  driven. 

For  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles  or  trailers  owned  by 
or  under  the  control  of  a  manufacturer  of  or  dealer  in  motor 
vehicles  or  trailers  or  motor  vehicle  bodies  or  tops  or  a  person 
engaged  in  the  business  of  repairing  motor  vehicles  or  trailers, 
including  one  or  more  pairs  of  number  plates  as  requested  in 
writing  by  the  applicant  for  registration,  three  dollars  for  the 
registration  and  three  dollars  for  each  pair  of  number  plates 
furnished  by  the  registrar. 
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For  the  registration  of  every  motor  vehicle  owned  by  a 
non-resident  who  apphes  for  registration  of  a  motor  vehicle 
or  trailer  for  operation  in  accordance  with  section  three,  and 
for  the  registration  of  every  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  by  an 
owner  who  applies  therefor  under  section  two  during  the 
period  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  October  and  ending 
with  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  any  year,  one  half 
of  the  fee  for  a  full  year's  registration  of  such  vehicle. 

For  the  registration  of  every  motor  vehicle  owned  by  a 
non-resident  residing  within  fifteen  miles  of  the  boundary  of 
the  commonwealth,  under  section  four,  two  dollars. 

For  the  substitution  of  the  registration  of  an  automobile 
for  that  of  a  vehicle  previously  registered,  in  accordance  with 
section  two,  two  dollars. 

For  the  substitution  of  the  registration  of  a  motor  cycle 
for  that  of  a  vehicle  previously  registered,  in  accordance  with 
section  two,  one  dollar. 

For  every  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  or  any  renewal 
thereof,  two  dollars,  but  no  fee  shall  be  collected  for  the  re- 
newal of  a  special  license  to  operate  motor-propelled  fire 
apparatus. 

For  the  first  examination  given  to  an  applicant  for  a 
license  or  for  a  renewal  of  a  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles, 
two  dollars;  and  for  each  subsequent  examination,  one  dollar. 

For  every  additional  copy  of  a  certificate  of  registration 
or  license,  one  dollar. 

For  every  certified  copy  of  any  application  or  notice  filed 
with  the  registrar  and  for  every  certified  copy  of  a  certificate 
of  registration  or  license,  one  dollar. 

For  every  additional  number  plate  furnished  to  replace 
such  plates  as  have  been  lost  or  mutilated  or  are  illegible, 
one  dollar. 

The  registrar  or  his  authorized  agent  may,  however, 
furnish  without  charge  copies  of  certificates  of  registration 
and  licenses  to  operate,  and  copies  of  other  documents  re- 
lating thereto,  to  officers  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any 
court  thereof  or  of  a  city  or  town  therein;  and  the  registrar 
may  issue  certificates  of  registration  for  motor  vehicles  and 
licenses  to  operate  the  same  to  any  member  of  the  foreign 
diplomatic  corps  without  the  payment  of  the  fees  therefor.

Every  license  and 
permit  issued  hereunder  shall  expire  on  April  thirtieth  follow- 
ing the  date  of  issue,  and  registrations  hereunder  shall  be 
effected  on  or  before  April  thirtieth  to  take  effect  on  May 
first  following.

Such  building  or  structure  shall  always  be 
subject  to  such  alterations  in  construction  and  to  such  regula- 
tions of  its  use  in  respect  to  protection  against  fire  or  explosion 
as  the  department  may  prescribe.

The  town  of  Maynard,  by  its  sewer  com- 
mission or  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
sewage  disposal  plant,  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under 
chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  an  area  of  land  in  the  town 
of  Acton  lying  on  the  northwest  bank  of  the  Assabet  river 
and  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Maynard-Acton  town  line, 
and  extending  not  more  than  five  hundred  feet  northeasterly 
from  said  line  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  feet  north- 
westerly from  said  bank  of  said  river.

Section  1.  Chapter  ninety  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended  in  section  seven  by  chapters  one  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  and  four  hundred 
and  eighty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  by  section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-two 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twentj^-two  and  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-three,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
said  section  seven  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 


G.  L.  90,  §  7, 
etc.,  amended. 
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—  Section  7.     Every  motor  vehicle  operated  in  or  upon  any  Brakes  on 
way  shall  be  provided  with  brakes  adequate  to  control  the  ""^ 
movement  of  such  vehicle  and  conforming  to  rules  and  regu- 
lations made  by  the  registrar,  and  such  brakes  shall  at  all 
times  be  maintained  in  good  working  order.     Every  auto- 
mobile shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two  braking  systems, 
each  with  a  separate  means  of  application,  each  operating 
directly  or  indirectly  on  at  least  two  wheels  and  each  of  which 
shall  suffice  alone  to  stop  said  automobile  within  a  proper 
distance  as  defined  in  said  rules  and  regulations;   provided,  Proviso, 
that  if  said  systems  are  connected,  combined  or  have  any 
part  in  common,  such  systems  shall  be  so  constructed  that  a 
breaking  of  any  one  element  thereof  will  not  leave  the  auto- 
mobile without  brakes  acting  directly  or  indirectly  on  at  least 
two  wheels.    One  braking  system  shall  be  so  constructed  that 
it  can  be  set  to  hold  the  automobile  stationary.    Every  motor 
cycle  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  brake  adequate  to 
stop  it  within  a  proper  distance  as  defined  as  aforesaid. 
Every  motor  vehicle  so  operated  shall  be  provided  with  a  other 
muffler  or  other  suitable  device  to  prevent  unnecessary  noise  «<i*"P'"^'^*- 
and  with  a  suitable  bell,  horn  or  other  means  of  signalling, 
and  with  suitable  lamps;  and  automobiles  shall  be  provided 
with  a  lock,  a  key  or  other  device  to  prevent  such  vehicle 
from  being  set  in  motion  by  unauthorized  persons,  or  other- 
wise, contrary  to  the  will  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge 
thereof.    Every  automobile  operated  during  the  period  from  Lights. 
one  half  an  hour  after  sunset  to  one  half  an  hour  before  sun- 
rise shall  displa}^  at  least  two  white  lights,  or  lights  of  yellow 
or  amber  tint,  or,  if  parked  within  the  limits  of  a  way,  one  Parking 
white  light  on  the  side  of  the  automobile  nearer  the  centre  of  '^  *®' 
the  way,  and  every  motor  cycle  so  operated  at  least  one  white 
light,  or  light  of  yellow  or  amber  tint,  and  every  such  motor 
cycle  with  a  side-car  attached,  in  addition,  one  such  light  on 
the  front  of  the  side-car,  and  every  motor  truck,  trailer  and 
commercial  motor  vehicle  used  solely  as  such,  having  a  carry- 
ing capacity  of  three  tons  or  over,  in  addition,  a  green  light 
attached  to  the  extreme  left  of  the  front  of  such  vehicle,  so 
attached  and  adjusted  as  to  indicate  the  extreme  left  lateral 
extension  of  the  vehicle  or  load,  which  shall  in  all  cases  afore- 
said be  visible  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  in  the  direction 
toward  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding  or  facing ;  and  every 
such  motor  vehicle  shall  display  at  least  one  red  light  in  the 
reverse  direction.    Every  automobile  so  operated  shall  have 
a  rear  light  so  placed  as  to  show  a  red  light  from  behind  and  a 
white  light  so  arranged  as  to  illuminate  and  not  obscure  the 
rear  register  number.    No  headlamp  shall  be  used  upon  any  Rear  Ughts 
motor  vehicle  so  operated  unless  such  lamp  is  equipped  with  a  fa"mp^^pprovai 
lens  or  other  device,  approved  by  the  registrar,  designed  to  by  registrar, 
prevent  glaring  rays.    No  rear  lamp  shall  be  used  upon  any 
motor  vehicle  so  operated  unless  approved  by  the  registrar. 
Application  for  the  approval  of  a  lens,  or  other  device,  or  of  a 
rear  lamp,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  may  be  made 
to  the  registrar  by  any  manufacturer  thereof  or  dealer  therein. 
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Mirrors  or 
reflectors.

Every  automobile  used  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire, 
and  every  commercial  motor  vehicle  or  motor  truck,  so  con- 
structed, equipped  or  loaded  that  the  person  operating  the 
same  is  prevented  from  having  a  constantly  free  and  unob- 
structed view  of  the  highway  immediately  in  the  rear,  shall 
have  attached  to  the  vehicle  a  mirror  or  reflector  so  placed 
and  adjusted  as  to  afford  the  operator  a  clear,  reflected  view 
of  the  highwaj^  in  the  rear  of  the  vehicle. 

Section  2.  The  proviso  contained  in  section  one  relative 
to  connected  or  combined  braking  systems,  or  those  having 
any  part  in  common,  shall  not  apply  to  automobiles  manu- 
factured and  assembled  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act.

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public  good 
and  to  promote  and  encourage  efficient  and  patriotic  service 
in  public  office,  the  city  of  Boston  may  paj^  to  the  widow  of 
John  J.  Heffernan,  who  faithfully  and  conscientiously  and 
with  a  marked  degree  of  zeal  and  efficiency  served  as  a  mem- 
ber, and  as  president,  of  the  city  council  of  said  city,  the 
balance  of  the  salary  to  which  he  would  have  been  entitled 
had  he  lived  and  continued  to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  term 
for  which  he  was  elected  as  city  councillor. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  city  council  of  said 
city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but  not  other- 
wise.

WITH  WATER  FOR  THE  EXTINGUISHMENT  OF  FIRES  AND  FOR 
DOMESTIC  AND  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whitin  Brothers,  Inc.,  a  corporation  having 
a  usual  place  of  business  in  the  town  of  Northbridge,  herein- 
after called  the  company,  is  hereby  authorized  to  supply 
water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and 
other  purposes  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Linwood 
in  said  town. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  company 
may  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  with  the  town  of 
Uxbridge  to  supply  said  water,  and  the  town  of  Uxbridge  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  such  contract  or  contracts, 
but  the  price  for  supplying  water  under  any  such  contract 
shall  be  not  less  than  the  cost  thereof  to  said  town  of  Uxbridge ;

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as  follows:  —  Section  33.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  a 
person  who  has  animals  tested  with  tuberculin  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  compensation  from  the  commonwealth  for  any 
animals  which  react  to  the  tuberculin  test  unless  they  have 
been  tested  by  the  director  or  qualified  veterinarians  acting 
under  his  authorization  and  have  been  owned  and  kept  by  the 
owner  applying  for  the  test  on  the  premises  where  tested  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  sixty  days  next  prior  to  the  date  of 
said  test  or  have  been  admitted  to  the  herd  on  a  test  approved 
by  the  director.  The  director  may  prescribe*  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  inspection  of  cattle  by  the  application  of  the 
tubercuhn  test  and  for  the  segregation  or  slaughter  of  react- 
ing animals;  but  no  inspection  by  the  application  of  such 
test  shall  be  made  unless  an  agreement  has  previously  been 
entered  into  for  such  inspection  and  apphcation  with  the 
owner  of  the  animals,  except  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
three  B.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  director,  any  of  the  animals 
react  to  the  test  and  are  slaughtered  in  consequence  thereof, 
the  owner  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  commonwealth  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided.  The  director  may  appoint 
persons  to  make  appraisals  of  reacting  cattle  in  conjunction 
with  the  owner  or  his  authorized  representative.  vSuch  ap- 
praisal shall  be  subject  to  the  rights  of  arbitration  and  petition 
set  forth  in  section  thirty-one;  provided,  that  the  award  or 
damages  shall  be  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  this  section. 
The  commonwealth  shall  pay  to  the  owner  of  any  animal 
slaughtered  under  authority  of  any  rules  or  regulations  made 
hereunder  one  half  of  the  difference  between  the  amount  re- 
ceived by  the  owner  for  the  carcass  of  the  animal  and  the 
value  of  the  animal  as  determined  by  appraisal  as  aforesaid; 
provided,  that  payment  by  the  commonwealth  hereunder 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  any  grade  animal  or  seventy- 
five  dollars  for  any  pure-bred  animal;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  owner  or  his  representative  has  not,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  director,  by  wilful  act  or  neglect,  contributed  to  the 
spread  of  bovine  tuberculosis. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  apply  only  to  animals  slaugh- 
tered after  December  first  in  the  current  year.

after  called  the  city,  by  the  retirement  of  disabled  or  super- 
annuated employees. 

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  2.     The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used  in  Definitions, 
this  act,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by  the 
context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings :  — 

(1)  "Retirement  system",  the  arrangement  provided  in  "Retirement 
this  act  for  the  retirement  of,  and  payment  of  retirement  system." 
allowances  to,  employees  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  of  this 
section. 

(2)  "Employee",  any  person  who  is  regularly  employed  in  "Employee." 
the  service  of,  and  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  paid  by, 

the  city,  except  employees  who  hold  office  by  popular  election, 
who  were  not  members  at  the  time  of  their  election,  and 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  as  defined  by  section  six  of 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws.  In  all  cases  of  doubt 
the  retirement  board  shall  decide  who  is  an  employee  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act. 

(.3)  "Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  retirement  "Member."

(4)  "Retirement  board",  the  board  provided  in  section  "Retirement 
fourteen  of  this  act  to  administer  the  retirement  system.  board." 

(5)  "Service",  service  as  an  employee  as  described  in  "Service." 
paragraph  two  of  this  section  and  paid  for  by  the  city  of 
Newton. 

(6)  "Prior  service",  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the  " Prior  service." 
retirement  system  becomes  first  operative,  for  which  credit 

is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  this  act. 
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(7)  "Membership  service",  service  as  an  employee  ren- 
dered since  last  becoming  a  member. 

(8)  "Creditable  service",  "prior  service"  plus  "member- 
ship service",  for  which  credit  is  allowable  as  provided  in 
section  five  of  this  act. 

(9)  "Beneficiary",  any  person  in  receipt  of  a  pension,  an 
annuity,  a  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  as  provided 
by  this  act. 

(10)  "Regular  interest",  interest  at  four  per  centum  per 
annum  compounded  annually;  provided,  that  if  the  actual 
net  interest  earned  on  the  reserves  of  the  retirement  system 
be  less  than  four  per  centum,  the  rate  may  be  reduced  to  not 
less  than  three  per  centum  per  annum  after  the  retirement 
board  has  given  the  members  ninety  days'  notice  of  a  pro- 
posed reduction  in  rate;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  a 
reduction  shall  not  affect  any  payments  or  credits  made 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  change  in  rate. 

(11)  "Accumulated  deductions",  the  sum  of  all  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  compensation  of  a  member  and 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund,  together 
with  regular  interest  thereon. 

(12)  "Annuity",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
the  accumulated  deductions  of  a  member.  All  annuities 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments. 

(13)  "Pension",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city.  All  pensions  shall  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments. 

(14)  "Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  "annuity" 
and  the  "pension." 

(15)  "Regular  compensation",  the  annual  compensation 
determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  for  the  individual 
service  of  each  employee  in  that  department  and  the  com- 
pensation determined  by  duly  constituted  authority  for 
appointed  officers  of  the  city,  exclusive  of  bonus  or  overtime 
payments. 

(16)  "Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  payments 
to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  or  benefit  in  lieu  of  any 
annuity  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as 
shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular  interest. 

(17)  "Pension  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  payments 
to  be  made  on  account  of  any  pension  or  benefit  in  lieu  of  any 
pension  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables 
as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest. 

(18)  "Actuarial  equivalent",  a  benefit  of  equal  value 
when  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest.

Section  3.  A  retirement  system  is  hereby  established

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receive  credit  for  prior  service  unless  he  make  such  apphca- 
tion  for  membership  within  one  year  from  the  date  this 
retirement  system  becomes  operative. 

(2)  An  employee  whose  membership  in  the  retirement 
system  is  contingent  on  his  own  election  and  who  elects  not 
to  become  a  member  may  thereafter  apply  for  and  be  ad- 
mitted to  membership;  but  no  such  employee  shall  receive 
prior  service  credit  unless  he  becomes  a  member  within  one 
year  from  the  date  this  retirement  system  becomes  operative. 

(3)  The  retirement  board  may  deny  the  right  to  become 
members  to  any  class  of  officials  appointed  for  fixed  terms, 
or  to  any  class  of  part-time  employees,  or  it  may,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, make  optional  with  persons  in  any  such  class  their 
individual  entrance  into  membership. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  each  department  to 
submit  to  the  retirement  board  a  statement  showing  the 
name,  title,  compensation,  duties,  date  of  birth  and  length  of 
service  of  each  member  of  his  department,  and  such  infor- 
mation regarding  other  employees  therein  as  the  retirement 
board  may  require.  The  retirement  board  shall  then  place 
each  member  in  one  of  the  following  groups :  — 

Group  1.  —  General  employees,  including  clerical,  admin- 
istrative and  technical  workers,  laborers,  mechanics  and  all 
others  not  otherwise  classified; 

Group  2.  —  Members  of  the  police  department  and  the 
fire  department  of  the  city; 

Or  in  any  other  group  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  persons  which  may  be  hereafter  recommended  by  the 
actuary  on  the  basis  of  service  and  mortality  experience,  and 
approved  by  the  retirement  board  to  cover  all  or  part  of  any 
group  or  groups  previously  created  or  any  additional  classes 
of  employees.  When  the  duties  of  a  member  so  require,  the 
retirement  board  may  reclassify  him  in  and  transfer  him  to 
another  group. 

(5)  Should  any  member  in  any  period  of  six  consecutive 
years  after  last  becoming  a  member  be  absent  from  service 
more  than  five  years,  or  should  any  member  withdraw  his 
accumulated  deductions  or  become  a  beneficiary  hereunder  or 
die,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member.

CREDITABLE   SERVICE. 

Section  5.  (1)  Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
retirement  board  shall  adopt,  each  member  who  was  an  em- 
ployee on  the  date  this  retirement  system  becomes  operative, 
or,  during  the  year  prior  thereto,  who  becomes  a  member  on 
or  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the 
retirement  system,  shall  file  a  detailed  statement  of  all 
service  as  an  employee  rendered  by  him  prior  to  the  day  on 
which  the  system  first  became  operative  for  which  he  claims 
credit,  and  of  such  facts  as  the  retirement  board  may  require 
for  the  proper  operation  of  the  system. 
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(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  fix  and  determine  by  appro-  Determination 
priate  rules  and  regulations  how  much  service  in  any  year  is  senic"etc. 
equivalent  to  a  year  of  service,  but  in  no  case  shall  more 

than  one  year  of  service  be  creditable  for  all  service  in  one 
calendar  year,  nor  shall  the  retirement  board  allow  credit  as 
service  for  any  period  of  more  than  one  month's  duration 
during  which  the  employee  was  absent  without  pay. 

(3)  Subject  to  the  above  restrictions  and  to  such  other  rules  Verification  of 
and  regulations  as  tlie  retirement  board  may  adopt,  the  ^®''^"^®' 
retirement  board  shall  verify,  as  soon  as  practicable  after 

the  filing  of  such  statements  of  service,  the  service  therein 
claimed,  and  shall  certify  as  creditable  all  or  such  part  of  the 
service  claimed  as  may  be  allowable. 

(4)  Upon  verification  of  the  statements  of  service  the  re-  Prior  service 
tirement  board  shall  issue  prior  service  certificates  certifying  etc'  '^  ^^' 
to  each  member  entitled  to  credit  for  prior  service  the  length 

of  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the  retirement  system 
first  became  operative,  with  which  he  is  credited  on  the  basis 
of  his  statement  of  service.  So  long  as  membership  continues 
a  prior  service  certificate  shall  for  retirement  purposes  be 
final  and  conclusive  as  to  such  service;  provided,  that  any  Proviso, 
member  may,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance  or 
modification  of  such  certificate,  request  the  retirement  board 
to  modify  or  correct  his  prior  service  certificate. 

When  membership  ceases  such  prior  service  certificates  Prior  service 
shall  become  void.     Should  the  employee  again  become  a  whenmembe°r- 
member,  such  employee  shall  enter  the  system  as  an  employee  ^^^  ceases, 
not  entitled  to  prior  service  credit  except  as  provided  in  sub- 
section three  of  section  nine. 

(5)  Creditable  service  at  retirement  shall  consist  of  the  ^"^^^^'^g\^g 
membership  service  rendered  by  the  member  since  he  last 
became  a  member  and  also,  if  he  has  a  prior  service  certificate 
which  is  in  full  force  and  effect,  the  amount  of  the  service 
certified  on  his  prior  service  certificate.

Section  6.     (1)  Any  member  in  service  who  shall  have  Retirement 
attained  age  sixty  shall,  either  upon  his  own  written  apph-  ation^at  aTe'of' 
cation  or  that  of  the  head  of  his  department,  be  retired  for  ^'"^y- 
superannuation  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety 
days  after  the  filing  of  such  application.    A  member  whose  Notice  and 
retirement  is  applied  for  by  the  head  of  his  department  shall    ®^""^- 
be  entitled  to  a  notice  of  such  application  and  to  a  hearing 
before  the  retirement  board,  provided  he  requests  such  hear-  Proviso.

and  unless  the  retirement  board  finds,  on  hearing,  that  the 
member  is  able  to  properly  perform  his  duties  and  files  a  copy 
of  its  findings  with  the  head  of  his  department,  the  retire- 
ment shall  become  effective  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the 
filing  of  such  finding.

Any  member  in  service  classified  as  a  policeman  or  fireman 
under  group  (2)  of  section  four  who  shall  have  attained  age 
sixty-five,  and  any  member  otherwise  classified  who  shall 
have  attained  age  seventy,  shall  be  retired  for  superannuation 
not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days  after  attaining 
such  respective  ages,  or  after  this  system  becomes  operative, 
if  such  respective  ages  were  attained  prior  thereto. 

Notwithstanding  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  section, 
any  member  who  is  the  head  of  a  department  or  a  member  of 
a  board  in  charge  of  a  department  or  departments  may,  if, 
in  the  case  of  the  head  of  the  police  or  fire  department,  other 
statutory  requirements  as  to  his  continued  employment  after 
the  age  of  sixty-five  j^ears  are  complied  with,  be  retained  in 
service  for  periods  of  one  year  at  a  time  upon  reappointment 
by  the  mayor  or  board  of  aldermen,  or  both,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  city  charter  and  ordinances  for  appoint- 
ment to  said  ofiice;  or,  if  his  continued  employment  does 
not  require  a  reappointment,  then  he  may  be  retained  in 
service  for  periods  of  one  year  at  a  time  upon  the  written 
approval  thereof  of  the  mayor.

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  superannuation  a  member  of  the 
retirement  system  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance  con- 
sisting of :  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent  of 
his  accumulated  deductions  at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  and 

(6)  A  pension  equal  to  the  annuity  allowable  at  age  sixty, 
computed  on  the  basis  of  contributions  made  prior  to  the 
attainment  of  age  sixty,  and 

(c)  If  he  has  a  prior  service  certificate  in  full  force  and 
effect  an  additional  pension  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  twice  the  pension  which  would  have  been  payable  under 
paragraph  (6)  above,  on  account  of  the  accumulated  deduc- 
tions which  would  have  resulted  from  contributions  made 
during  the  period  of  his  creditable  prior  service  had  the 
system  then  been  in  operation. 

The  total  pension  of  any  member  payable  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not,  however,  exceed  one  half  of 
his  average  annual  regular  compensation  during  the  five 
years  immediately  preceding  his  retirement,  nor  shall  the 
total  pension  of  any  member  who  has  fifteen  or  more  years 
of  total  creditable  service  be  less  than  an  amount  which, 
added  to  his  annuity,  shall  make  his  total  retirement  allow- 
ance equal  to  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  7.  (1)  Upon  the  application  of  a  member  in 
service  or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member  who

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retired  by  the  retirement  board,  not  less  than  thirty  and  not 
more  than  ninety  days  next  following  the  date  of  filing  such 
application,  on  an  ordinary  disability  retirement  allowance;

(1)  Upon  application  of  a  member  in  service,  Accidental 
or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member  who  has  been  ^etfrement, 
totally  and  permanently  incapacitated  for  duty  as  the  natural  ^fi"^^nJ^^  ^°'' 
and  proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring  in  the  per- 
formance and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty  at  some  definite 
time  and  place,  without  wilful  negligence  on  his  part,  shall  be 
retired  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days  follow- 
ing the  date  of  filing  of  such  application;  provided,  that  the  Proviso, 
city  physician,  after  an  examination  of  such  member,  shall 
report  that  said  member  is  physically  or  mentally  incapaci- 
tated for  the  further  performance  of  duty,  that  such  inca- 
pacity is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and  that  said  member  should 
be  retired,  and  the  retirement  board  shall  concur  in  such 
report  and  find  that  the  physical  or  mental  incapacity  is  the 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  such  an  accident  and  that 
such  disability  is  not  the  result  of  wilful  negligence  on  the 
part  of  said  member  and  that  said  member  should  be  retired.

RE-EXAMINATION    OF    BENEFICIARIES    RETIRED    ON    ACCOUNT 
OF   DISABILITY. 

Section  9.  (1)  Once  each  year  during  the  first  five  years 
following  retirement  of  a  member  on  a  disability  retirement 
allowance,  and  once  in  every  three-year  period  thereafter, 
the  retirement  board  may,  and  upon  his  application  shall, 
require  any  disability  beneficiary  who  has  not  yet  attained 
age  sixty  to  undergo  a  medical  examination  by  the  city  phy- 
sician or  a  physician  or  physicians  designated  by  the  retire- 
ment board  and  approved  by  the  mayor,  such  examination 
to  be  made  at  the  place  of  residence  of  said  beneficiary  or 
other  place  mutually  agreed  upon.  Should  any  disability 
beneficiary  who  has  not  yet  attained  the  age  of  sixty  refuse 
to  submit  to  at  least  one  medical  examination  in  any  such 
period  of  one  or  three  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  his  allowance 
may  be  discontinued  until  his  withdrawal  of  such  refusal, 
and  should  his  refusal  continue  for  a  j^ear,  all  his  rights  in 
and  to  his  pension  shall  be  revoked  by  the  retirement  board. 

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and  certify 
to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disability  beneficiary  is 
engaged  in  or  is  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful  occupation  paying 
more  than  the  difference  between  his  retirement  allowance 
and  his  final  regular  compensation,  and  should  the  retirement 
board  concur  in  such  report,  then  the  amount  of  his  pension 
shall  be  reduced  to  an  amount  which,  together  with  his  an- 
nuity and  the  amount  earnable  by  him,  shall  equal  the 
amount  of  his  final  regular  compensation.  Should  his  earning 
capacity  be  later  changed,  the  amount  of  his  pension  may  be 
further  modified;  provided,  that  the  new  pension  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  pension  originally  granted  nor  shall 
it  exceed  an  amount,  which,  when  added  to  the  amount 
earnable  by  the  beneficiary  together  with  his  annuity,  equals 
the  amount  of  his  final  regular  compensation.  A  beneficiary 
restored  to  active  service  at  a  salary  less  than  the  final  regular 
compensation  upon  the  basis  of  which  he  was  retired  shall 
not  become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system. 

(3)  Should  a  disability  beneficiary  be  restored  to  active 
service  at  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  final  regular  com- 
pensation, his  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  he  shall  again 
become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system,  and  he  shall 
contribute  thereafter  at  the  same  rate  he  paid  prior  to  disa- 
bility. Any  prior  service  certificate  on  the  basis  of  which  his 
service  was  computed  at  the  time  of  his  retirement  shall  be 
restored  to  full  force  and  effect,  and  in  addition  upon  his 
subsequent  retirement  he  shall  be  credited  with  all  his  service 
as  a  member.

Section  11.  If,  upon  receipt  by  the  retirement  board  of  deathTenefit. 
proper  proofs  of  the  death  of  a  member,  the  retirement  board 
shall  decide  that  such  death  was  the  natural  and  proximate 
result  of  an  accident  occurring  at  some  definite  time  and  place 
while  the  member  was  in  the  actual  performance  and  within 
the  scope  of  his  duty,  and  not  the  result  of  wilful  negligence 
on  his  part,  and  if  the  deceased  member  is  survived  by  any 
of  the  dependents  enumerated  below,  there  shall  be  paid,  in 
addition  to  accumulated  deductions  under  subsection  (2) 
of  section  ten,  an  accidental  death  benefit  consisting  of  a 
pension  equal  to  one  half  the  average  regular  annual  com- 
pensation received  by  the  deceased  member  for  the  year 
preceding  the  date  of  the  accident,  said  pension  to  be  paid :  — 

(a)  To  the  widow  of  the  deceased  member  during  her 
widowhood ;   or 

(6)  If  there  be  no  widow  or  if  the  widow  dies  or  remarries 
before  every  child  of  such  deceased  member  shall  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  eighteen  years,  then  to  his  child  or  children 
under  such  age,  divided  in  such  manner  as  the  retirement 
board  in  its  discretion  shall  determine  to  continue  as  a  joint 
and  survivor  pension  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  the 
age  of  eighteen  years ;  or 

(c)  If  there  be  no  widow  or  child  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years  surviving  such  deceased  member,  then  to  either  his 
dependent  father  or  dependent  mother,  as  the  retirement 
board  in  its  discretion  shall  determine,  to  continue  for  life  or 
until  remarriage.

Section  12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  that  no  optional  bJ'nefits.'

COMPENSATION   BENEFITS   OFFSET. 

Section  13.  Any  amounts  paid  or  payable  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  to 
a  member  or  to  the  dependents  of  a  member  on  account  of 
death  or  disability  shall  be  offset  against  and  payable  in  lieu 
of  any  benefits  payable  out  of  funds  provided  by  the  city 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account  of  the  death  or 
disability  of  a  member.  If  the  value  of  the  total  commuted 
benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensation  law  is  less  than 
the  reserve  on  the  pension  otherwise  payable  under  this  act, 
the  value  of  such  commuted  payments  shall  be  deducted 
from  such  pension  reserve  and  such  benefits  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  the  pension  reserve  so  reduced  shall  be  payable 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Section  14.  (1)  The  management  of  the  retirement 
system  is  herebj^  vested  in  a  retirement  board,  the  member- 
ship of  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  — 

(a)  The  comptroller  of  the  city  for  the  time  being, 

(6)  One  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  who  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  commencing  on  the  date  when 
the  retirement  system  becomes  first  operative  and  until  the 
qualification  of  his  successor,  and 

(c)  One  person  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  retirement 
system  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city

shall  publish  annually  a  report  showing  the  fiscal  transactions  Annual  report, 
of  the  retirement  system  for  the  preceding  municipal  year, 

the  amount  of  accumulated  cash  and  securities  of  the  system, 
and  the  last  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  system  by  means  of  actuarial  valuation  of  the  assets  and 
Habihties  thereof.  The  board  shall  submit  said  report  to  the 
mayor  and  shall  furnish  copies  thereof  to  the  city  clerk  for 
distribution.

(7)  The  city  solicitor  of  the  city  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  Legal  adviser, 
of  the  retirement  board. 

Medical  Examinations. 

(8)  The  city  physician  of  the  city  shall  arrange  for  and  to^pafs^u^^aU 
pass  upon  all  medical  examinations  required  under  the  pro-  medical  exam- 
visions  of  this  act,  shall  investigate  all  essential  statements  '"'^  '°"^'  ^ 
and  certificates  by  or  in  behalf  of  a  member  in  connection 

with  an  application  for  disabihty  retirement,  and  shall  report 
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in  writing  to  the  retirement  board  his  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations upon  all  the  matters  referred  to  him.  If  re- 
quired, other  physicians  may  be  employed  by  the  retirement 
board  to  report  on  special  cases. 


Actuary, 
duties. 


Duties  of  Actuary. 

(9)  The  retirement  board  shall  designate  an  actuary  who 
shall  be  the  technical  adviser  of  the  retirement  board  on 
matters  regarding  the  operation  of  the  funds  created  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  required  in  connection  therewith. 

(10)  Immediately  after  the  establishment  of  the  retirement 
system  the  actuary  shall  make  such  investigation  of  the 
mortality,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  system  as  he  shall  recommend  and  the  retirement 
board  shall  authorize,  and  on  the  basis  of  such  investigation 
he  shall  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  retirement  board  such 
tables  and  such  rates  as  are  required  by  section  fifteen.  The 
retirement  board  shall  adopt  tables  and  certify  rates,  and 
as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  the  actuary  shall  make  a 
valuation,  based  on  such  tables  and  rates,  of  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  funds  created  by  this  act. 

(11)  Three  years  after  the  system  becomes  operative,  and 
at  least  once  in  each  five-year  period  thereafter,  the  actuary 
shall  make  an  actuarial  investigation  into  the  mortality, 
service  and  compensation  experience  of  the  members  and 
beneficiaries  of  the  retirement  system,  and  shall  make  a 
valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds  thereof, 
and  taking  into  account  the  result  of  such  investigation  and 
valuation  the  retirement  board  shall  — 

(a)  Adopt  for  the  retirement  system  such  mortality,  serv- 
ice and  other  tables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;  and 

(&)  Certify  the  rates  of  contribution  payable  by  the  city 
on  account  of  new  entrants. 

(12)  On  the  basis  of  such  tables  as  the  retirement  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adopt,  the  actuary  shall  make  an 
annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  system  created  by  this  act.

METHOD    OF   FINANCING. 

Section  15.  All  of  the  assets  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  credited,  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  held,  to  one  of  the  following  five  funds,  namely,  the  An- 
nuity Savings  Fund,  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund,  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund,  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  or  the  Ex- 
pense Fund. 

Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(1)  (a)  The  Annuity  Savings  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  to 
which  shall  be  paid  the  deductions  from  the  compensation  of 
members.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  withhold  four  per 
centum  of  the  regular  compensation  due  on  each  pay  day 
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to  all  employees  who  are  members  of  this  retirement  sj^stem.  Annuity 
The  various  amounts  so  withheld  shall  be  transferred  im-  ^'*^'"^'  ^^""'^• 
mediatel)^  thereafter  to  the  retirement  system  and  credited 
to  the  accounts  of  the  respective  members  so  contributing, 
and  shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part  of  said  Annuity 
Savings  Fund. 

(6)  In  determining  the  amount  earnablc  by  a  member  in 
a  payroll  period,  the  retirement  board  may  consider  the  rate 
of  annual  compensation  payable  to  such  member  on  the  first 
day  of  the  payroll  period  as  continuing  throughout  such 
payroll  period,  and  it  may  omit  deduction  from  compensation 
for  any  period  less  than  a  full  payroll  period  if  an  employee 
was  not  a  member  on  the  first  day  of  the  payroll  period. 

(c)  The  deductions  provided  for  herein  shall  be  made  not- 
withstanding that  the  minimum  compensation  provided  for 
by  law  for  any  member  shall  be  reduced  thereby.  Every 
member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to  the  deduc- 
tions provided  for  herein  and  shall  receipt  for  his  full  salary 
or  compensation,  and  the  payment  of  his  full  salary  or  com- 
pensation less  the  deductions  provided  for  hereunder  shall 
be  considered  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and  acquittance 
of  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  for  the  services  ren- 
dered by  such  person  during  the  period  covered  by  such  pay- 
ment, except  as  to  the  benefits  provided  under  this  act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  contributions  deducted  from  com- 
pensation as  hereinbefore  provided,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  retirement  board,  any  member  may  redeposit  in  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased 
rate  of  contribution  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  amount 
which  he  previously  withdrew  therefrom,  as  provided  in  this 
act,  or  any  part  thereof;  or  any  member  may  deposit  therein 
by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution 
an  amount  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  purchase  an  addi- 
tional annuity,  which  together  with  his  prospective  retire- 
ment allowance,  will  provide  for  him  a  total  retirement 
allowance  of  not  to  exceed  one  half  of  his  salary  at  age  sixty. 
Such  additional  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be  treated  as  a 
part  of  his  accumulated  deductions,  except  in  the  event  of 
his  retirement,  when  they  shall  not  be  used  to  increase  the 
pension  payable,  and  shall  be  treated  as  excess  contributions 
returnable  to  the  member  in  cash  or  in  providing  an  excess 
annuity  of  equivalent  actuarial  value.  The  accumulated 
deductions  of  a  member  withdrawn  by  him  or  paid  to  his 
estate  or  to  his  designated  beneficiary  in  event  of  his  death 
as  provided  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  Annuity  Savings 
Fund.  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  his  accumulated 
deductions  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Savings 
Fund  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from  Annuity 
which  shall  be  paid  all  annuities  and  all  benefits  in  lieu  of  i^^serve  Fund, 
annuities,  payable  as  provided  in  this  act.    Should  a  benefi- 
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ciary,  retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  restored  to  active 
service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  regular  com- 
pensation at  the  time  of  his  last  retirement,  his  annuity 
reserve  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund 
to  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund,  and  credited  to  his  individual 
account  therein. 

Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 
Pension  Accu-^  (3)  (a)  Ths  Peusion  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  the 
mu  a  ion  u  .  ^^^^  .^^^  which  shall  be  accumulated  all  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  from  con- 
tributions made  by  the  city,  and  from  which  shall  be  paid  all 
pensions  and  other  benefits  on  account  of  members  with  prior 
service  credit.  Contributions  to  and  payments  from  the 
Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  made  as  follows :  — 

(&)  On  account  of  each  member  there  shall  be  paid  annually 
into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  by  the  said  city,  for 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a  certain  percentage  of  the  regular 
compensation  of  each  member,  to  be  known  as  the  ''normal 
contribution",  and  an  additional  percentage  of  his  regular 
compensation  to  be  known  as  the  "accrued  liabihty  contri- 
bution." The  rates  per  centum  of  such  contributions  shall  be 
fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  liabilities  of  the  retirement  system 
as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation.  Until  the  first  valuation 
the  normal  contribution  shall  be  one  and  eighty-nine  hun- 
dredths per  centum,  and  the  accrued  liabihty  contribution 
shall  be  two  and  fifty-four  hundredths  per  centum,  of  the 
regular  annual  compensation  of  all  members. 

(c)  On  the  basis  of  regular  interest  and  of  such  mortality 
and  other  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board, 
the  actuary  engaged  by  the  board  to  make  each  valuation 
required  by  this  act  during  the  period  over  which  the  accrued 
liabihty  contribution  is  payable,  immediately  after  making 
such  valuation,  shall  determine  the  uniform  and  constant 
percentage  of  the  regular  compensation  of  the  average  new 
entrant,  which  if  contributed  on  the  basis  of  compensation 
of  such  new  entrant  throughout  his  entire  period  of  active 
service  is  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  pension  payable  on  his  account.  The  rate  per 
centum  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "normal  con- 
tribution" rate.  After  the  accrued  liability  contribution  has 
ceased  to  be  payable,  the  normal  contribution  rate  shall  be 
the  rate  per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  of  all  mem- 
bers obtained  by  deducting  from  the  total  liabilities  of  the 
Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount  of  the  funds  in  hand 
to  the  credit  of  that  fund  and  dividing  the  remainder  by  one 
per  centum  of  the  present  value  of  the  prospective  future 
salaries  of  all  members  as  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  mor- 
tality and  service  tables  adopted  by  the  retirement  board 
and  regular  interest.  The  normal  rate  of  contribution  shall 
be  determined  by  the  actuary  after  each  valuation. 

{d)  Immediately  succeeding  the  first  valuation,  the  actuary 
engaged  by  the  retirement  board  shall  compute  the  rate  per 
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centum  of  the  total  regular  compensation  of  all  members  Pension  Accu- 
which  is  equivalent  to  four  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  •""''^t'«"  ^und. 
total  pension  liabiht}'^  on  account  of  all  members  and  benefici- 
aries which  is  not  dischargeable  by  the  aforesaid  normal  con- 
tribution made  on  account  of  such  members  during  the 
remainder  of  their  active  service.  The  rate  per  centum  origi- 
nallj^  so  determined  shall  be  known  as  the  "accrued  Hability 
contribution  rate." 

(e)  The  total  amount  payable  in  each  year  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  the 
rates  per  centum  known  as  the  normal  contribution  rate  and 
the  accrued  liability  contribution  rate  of  the  total  compensa- 
tion earnable  by  all  members  during  the  preceding  year; 
provided,  that  the  amount  of  each  annual  accrued  hability 
contribution  shall  be  at  least  three  per  centum  greater  than 
the  preceding  annual  accrued  liability  payment,  and  that 
the  aggregate  payments  of  the  city  shall  be  sufficient  when 
combined  with  the  amount  in  the  fund  to  provide  the  pen- 
sions and  other  benefits  payable  out  of  the  fund  during  the 
year  then  current. 

(/)  The  accrued  liabihty  contribution  shall  be  discontinued 
as  soon  as  the  accumulated  reserve  in  the  Pension  Accumu- 
lation Fund  shall  equal  the  present  value,  as  actuarially 
computed  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  of  the  total 
liabihty  of  such  fund  less  the  present  value,  computed  on  the 
basis  of  the  normal  contribution  rate  then  in  force,  of  the 
prospective  normal  contributions  to  be  received  on  account  of 
persons  who  are  at  that  time  members. 

(g)  All  pensions,  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof,  with  the 
exception  of  those  payable  on  account  of  members  who  receive 
no  prior  service  allowance,  payable  from  contributions  of  the 
city,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 

(h)  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  not  entitled  to  credit 
for  prior  service,  an  amount  equal  to  his  pension  reserve  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  to  the 
Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

(4)  The  Pension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from  Pension 
which  shall  be  paid  the  pensions  to  members  not  entitled  to  ^^®''^®  ^*^°^- 
credit  for  prior  service  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof.  Should 
such  a  beneficiary,  retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  re- 
stored to  active  service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than 
his  average  regular  compensation  for  the  year  preceding  his 
last  retirement,  the  pension  reserve  thereon  shall  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Pension  Accu- 
mulation Fund.  Should  the  pension  of  a  disability  beneficiary 
be  reduced  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  his  earning  capacity, 
the  amount  of  the  annual  reduction  in  his  pension  shall  be 
paid  annually  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  during 
the  period  of  such  reduction.

(5)  The  ExpensG  Fiind  shall  be  the  fund  to  which  shall  be 
credited  all  money  appropriated  by  the  city  to  pay  the  ad- 
ministration expenses  of  the  retirement  system,  and  from 
which  shall  be  paid  all  the  expenses  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  administration  and  operation  of  the  system,

the  retirement  board  shall  certify  to  the  mayor  the  amount 
of  the  appropriation  necessary  to  pay  to  the  various  funds  of 
the  retirement  system,  the  amounts  payable  by  the  city  as 
enumerated  in  this  act  for  the  year  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  January  of  the  succeeding  year,  and  items  of  appropriation, 
providing  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  budget. 

(6)  To  cover  the  requirements  of  the  system  for  the  period 
prior  to  the  date  when  the  first  regular  appropriation  is  due, 
as  provided  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  subsection,  such  amounts 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  system  shall 
be  paid  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  and  the  Expense 
Fund  by  special  appropriations  to  the  system.

MANAGEMENT   OF   FUNDS. 

Sf'fun^dToT'         Section  16.     (1)  The  retirement  board  may  invest  the 
retirement         funds  of  the  retirement  sj^stem  in  such  securities  as  are  ap- 
proved from  time  to  time  by  the  commissioner  of  insurance 
for  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  life  insurance  companies 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  annually  allow  regular 
interest  on  the  average  balance  for  the  preceding  year  to  the 
credit  of  the  various  funds  from  the  interest  and  dividends 
earned  from  investments.  Any  excess  earnings  over  the 
amount  so  credited  shall  be  used  for  reducing  the  amount  of 
contributions  required  of  the  city  during  the  ensuing  year. 
Any  deficiency  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

(3)  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  be  custodian  of  the 
several  funds.  All  pa3^ments  from  said  funds  shall  be  made 
by  him  onlj^  upon  vouchers  signed  by  two  persons  designated 
by  the  retirement  board.  A  duly  attested  copy  of  a  resolution 
of  the  retirement  board  designating  such  persons  and  bearing 
upon  its  face  specimen  signatures  of  such  persons  shall  be  filed 
with  the  treasurer  as  his  authority  for  making  payments  upon 
such  vouchers.  No  voucher  shall  be  drawn  unless  it  shall 
have  been  previously  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  retire- 
ment board. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  disbursements  for  pen- 
sions, annuities  and  other  payments  an  amount  of  money, 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  total  amount  in  the 
several  funds  of  the  retirement  system,  may  be  kept  on 
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deposit  in  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  organized  Management 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States;  rcUrement 
provided,  that  the  sum  on  deposit  in  any  one  bank  or  trust  system. 
company  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  paid-up 
capital  and  surplus  thereof. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  transfer 
to  or  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount  of  any 
surplus  or  deficit  which  may  develop  in  the  reserves  creditable 
to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  or  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund, 
as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation. 

(6)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  no  member  and 
no  employee  of  the  retirement  board  shall  have  any  direct 
interest  in  the  gains  or  profits  of  any  investment  made  by  the 
retirement  board,  nor  as  such  receive  any  pay  or  emolument 
for  his  services.  No  member  or  employee  of  the  board  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  as  an  agent,  in  any 
manner  use  any  of  the  securities  or  other  assets  of  the  retire- 
ment board,  except  to  make  such  current  and  necessary  pay- 
ments as  are  authorized  by  the  retirement  board;  nor  shall 
any  member  or  employee  of  the  retirement  board  become  an 
endorser  or  surety  or  in  any  manner  an  obligor  for  moneys 
loaned  by  or  borrowed  from  the  retirement  system. 

(7)  Each  member  of  the  retirement  board,  and  the  treas- 
urer of  the  city  in  his  capacity  as  custodian  of  the  several 
funds  shall  severally  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  in  a  sum  and  with  sureties  or  surety  approved 
by  the  board  of  aldermen.

INCONSISTENT   ACTS. 

Section  21.  Any  of  the  provisions  of  chapters  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  and  of  sec- 
tions forty-four,  forty-five  and  seventy-seven  of  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  which  may  be  inconsistent 
herewith,  and  any  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith,  shall,  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act, 
apply  only  to  such  emploj^ees  of  the  city  as  are,  on  said 
effective  date,  entitled  to  the  benefits  thereof.

the  owner  of  the  damaged  property,  one  by  the  director  and 
the  third  by  the  trustees  for  county  aid  to  agriculture  or  for 
the  county  agricultural  school  of  the  county  in  which  the 
damage  occurred.  Within  ten  days  after  such  appraisal  is 
made,  the  appraiser  designated  by  the  director  as  aforesaid 
shall  return  to  the  director  a  certificate  of  the  damages  fixed 
by  such  appraisal.

the  town  of  Belmont,  except  such  as  are  under  the  control  of 
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the  metropolitan  district  commission,  necessary  for  accom- 
plishing any  purpose  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  may  con- 
struct such  main  drains  and  sewers  under  or  over  any  bridge, 
railroad,  railway,  boulevard  or  other  public  way,  or  within 
the  location  of  any  railroad,  and  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up 
any  private  land,  public  way  or  railroad  location  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  such  drains  and  sewers  and  of  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  same,  and  may  do  any  other  thing  proper  or 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act;  provided,  that  it  shall 
not  take  in  fee  any  land  of  a  railroad  corporation,  and  that 
it  shall  not  enter  upon  or  construct  any  drain  or  sewer  within 
the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corpora- 
tion, or,  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
department  of  public  utilities;  and  provided,  further,  that 
said  town  shall  not  construct  a  sewer  or  sewers  under  this 
act  within  the  limits  of  any  lands  or  rights  in  land  under  the 
control  of  the  metropolitan  district  commission  except  in  a 
location  approved  by  said  commission. 

Section  8.  The  town  of  Lexington,  upon  payment  of  its 
percentage  of  the  cost  of  the  sewer  to  be  constructed  by  the 
city  of  Waltham  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  may  connect 
a  sewer  with  the  upper  end  of  the  sewer  herein  provided  for, 
at  or  near  the  southeastern  extremity  of  the  lands  of  the 
metropolitan  state  hospital,  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of 
the  sewage  of  said  area  in  said  town  consisting  of  about  nine 
hundred  and  seventy  acres  more  or  less  and  described  in 
section  one  of  this  act,  and  may  discharge  such  sewage  as 
aforesaid,  but  the  quantity  thereof  shall  not  exceed  an  aver- 
age of  two  million  gallons  a  day  in  any  calendar  month  in 
any  year,  except  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  city  and  said  town  or  as  may  be 
determined  by  three  commissioners  appointed  by  the  supreme 
judicial  court  in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  the  deter- 
mination of  payments  provided  for  in  section  ten. 

Section  9.  For  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  sewage 
from  the  area  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  the  town  of 
Lexington,  through  its  selectmen,  may  lay,  construct  and 
maintain  a  sewer  with  an  outlet  into  the  sewer  of  the  city  of 
Waltham  herein  provided  for  in  the  valley  of  Beaver  brook 
at  or  near  the  southeasterly  extremity  of  the  lands  of  the 
metropolitan  state  hospital,  from  the  boundary  of  said  town 
through  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Belmont  and  a  portion  of 
said  city  to  said  outlet.  Said  town,  through  its  selectmen,

commission,  necessary  for  accomplishing  any  purpose  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  and  may  construct  such  main  drains  and 
sewers  under  or  over  any  bridge,  railroad,  railway,  boulevard 
or  other  public  way,  or  within  the  location  of  any  railroad, 
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and  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  private  land,  public  way  and  dig  up 
or  railroad  location  for  the  purpose  of  laying  such  drains  and  Lnds!^etc. 
sewers  and  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the  same,  and  may 
do  any  other  thing  proper  or  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act;  provided,  that  it  shall  not  take  in  fee  any  land  of  a  Provisos, 
railroad  corporation,  and  that  it  shall  not  enter  upon  or  con- 
struct any  drain  or  sewer  within  the  location  of  any  railroad 
corporation  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may

Section  12.  In  case  the  town  of  Lexington,  through  its 
selectmen,  notifies  the  city  of  Waltham  and  the  commissioner 
of  mental  diseases  on  or  before  December  first  in  the  current 
year  that  said  town  does  not  desire  to  avail  itself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  connecting  the  sewers  of  that  area  of  said  town  in 
the  valley  of  Beaver  brook,  as  described  in  section  one,  with 
the  sewers  provided  for  in  this  act,  then  said  town  shall  no 
longer  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  except  in 
respect  to  the  area  therein  included  in  the  property  of  the 
metropolitan  state  hospital,  and  the  payment  of  the  propor- 
tion of  the  cost  of  the  sewers  provided  for  in  this  act  which  is 
provided  by  section  four  to  be  paid  by  said  town  shall  be 
borne  equally  by  the  commonwealth  and  the  city  of  Wal- 
tham, and  the  one  half  of  such  proportion  due  from  the  com- 
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monwealtli  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  of  Waltham 
on  or  before  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
when  and  as  certified  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Waltham  to 
the  commissioner  of  mental  diseases.

MONEY    FOR    SCHOOL   PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  for  and/or  Town  of  Ash- 
constructing  a  school  building  or  buildings,  and/or  for  the  bo"rrow  money 
purpose  of  remodeling  the  present  high  school  building  and  for  school 
constructing  an  addition  to  said  building  where  such  addition 
increases  the  floor  space  thereof,  and  originally  equipping  and 
furnishing  said  building  or  buildings  or  addition,  the  town  of 
Ashland  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  within  a  period  of 
five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Ashland  g^u'^^Lo 
School  Loan,  Act  of  1928.    Each  authorized  issue  shall  con-  Act  of  1928. ' 
stitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  fifteen  years  from  their  dates,  but  no  issue  shall 
be  authorized  under  this  act  unless  a  sum  equal  to  an  amount 
not  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  such  authorized  issue  is  voted  for 
the  same  purpose  to  be  raised  by  the  tax  levy  of  the  year 
when  authorized.    Two  thirds  of  the  indebtedness  incurred 
under  this  act  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit.    All 
said  indebtedness  shall,  except  as  provided  herein,  be  subject 
to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the 
proviso  inserted  in  section  seven  of  said  chapter  by  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  cost  of  the  work  done  under  what  includes 
this  act,  including  any  damages  awarded  or  paid  on  account  fn\'^he^m°'^'' 
of  an}'  taking  of  land  or  property  therefor  or  for  injury  to  any  R'"°^''"^®"*  f 
property  and  any  sums  paid  for  land  or  rights  or  property  in  town  of 
purchased  and  including  the  interest  on  all  money  borrowed  Marshfield.

Chap.S7Q  An  Act  authorizing  the  county  of  Middlesex  to  pro- 
vide ADEQUATE  ACCOMMODATIONS  FOR  THE  HOUSE  OF 
CORRECTION    OF    SAID    COUNTY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  adequate  ac- 
commodations for  the  house  of  correction  of  Middlesex 
county,  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  may  take 
by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General 
Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  such  land  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  may  erect  thereon  buildings  and  other 
structures  appurtenant  to  said  institution,  and  may  originally 
furnish  and  equip  the  same. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  county  treas- 
urer of  said  county,  with  the  approval  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  on  the  credit  of  said 
county,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the 
aggregate,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  county  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words,  Middlesex  County  House  of  Correction 
Loan,  Act  of  1928.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a 
separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more 
than  ten  years  from  their  dates.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall 
be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  and  countersigned 
by  a  majority  of  the  county  commissioners.  The  county  may 
sell  the  said  securities  at  public  or  private  sale  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  county  commissioners  may  deem 
proper,  but  not  for  less  than  their  par  value.  Indebtedness 
incurred  under  this  act  shall,  except  as  herein  provided,  be 
subject  to  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance, 
during  the  current  year,  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  but  not  otherwise.

Section  1.     There  is  hereby  created  a  commission,  to  be  Boston  Tunnel 
known  as  the  Boston  Tunnel  Commission,  hereinafter  re-  membCTs!""' 
ferred  to  as  the  commission.    The  commission  shall  consist  te™s,  etc.

Upon  application,  which  shall  be  made  as 
soon  as  may  be  by  the  commission  to  the  supreme  judicial 
court,  said  court  after  notice  and  a  hearing  shall  appoint  three 
commissioners  who  shall,  after  due  notice  and  a  hearing,  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  deem  just  and  equitable,  determine 
the  proportion  in  which  each  city  and  town  which  they  deem 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  construction  and  operation 
of  said  tunnel  shall  bear  such  part  of  the  interest  and  serial 
payments  upon  the  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  sections 
fourteen  and  fifteen  and  such  part  of  the  operating,  main- 
tenance and  other  expenses  as  are  not  met  from  tolls  or  other 
sources.

Section  13.  The  cost  of  service  shall  include  all  operat- 
ing expenses  of  the  tunnel,  including  the  proper  policing, 
lighting  and  ventilating  of  the  same  and  full  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  the  property,  and  such  additional  sums  as  may  be 
required  to  meet  the  interest  and  serial  payments  on  all  bonds 
and  notes  issued  by  the  district  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

LAW    relative    to     COMPULSORY    AUTOMOBILE    LIABILITY 
INSURANCE. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  Emergency 
defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  p»"^™'''«- 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation 
of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eight  A  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  g.  l.  26,  §  sa. 
General  Laws,  inserted  by  section  three  of  chapter  three  hun-  ^^''-  '^'^^'^'^^'^^ 
dred  and  forty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-two 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  thereof 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  There  shall 
be  a  board  of  appeal  on  motor  vehicle  liability  policies  and 
bonds  serving  in  the  division  of  insurance  and  consisting  of 
the  commissioner  of  insurance  or  his  representative,  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles  or  a  representative,  and  an  assist- 
ant attorney  general  to  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  attorney  general.  The  commissioner  of  insurance  may 
by  a  writing,  in  such  form  as  he  may  prescribe,  filed  in  his 
office,  designate  from  time  to  time  a  representative  to  act  in 
his  place  and  the  commissioner  of  public  works  may  in  like 
manner  designate  from  time  to  time  a  representative  to  act 
in  the  place  of  said  registrar.  Any  such  designation  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time  and  may  run  for  such  period  as  the  desig- 
nating officer  may  prescribe,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —

representative  to  act  in  his  place  and  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  may  in  like  manner  designate  from  time  to 
time  a  representative  to  act  in  the  place  of  said  registrar. 
Any  such  designation  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  and  may 
run  for  such  period  as  the  designating  officer  may  prescribe. 
The  compensation  of  such  a  representative,  if  not  an  em- 
ployee of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council.

STOUGHTON   AND    WALPOLE    TO    THE   SOUTH    METROPOLITAN 
SEWERAGE   DISTRICT. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  territory  comprising  the  towns  of  Can- 
ton, Norwood,  Stoughton  and  Walpole  is  hereby  admitted 
to  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  district  as  defined  in 
section  one  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  General  Laws  and  as 
enlarged  by  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four.  In  becoming  a  part  of  said  district, 
each  of  said  towns  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter  ninety-two  relative  to  the  south 
metropolitan  sewerage  system  and  shall  be  subject  to  said 
provisions,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  Any  general 
authority  granted  to  other  municipalities  by  said  chapter 
ninety-two  shall  also  be  vested  in  each  of  said  towns  in 
common  with  such  other  municipalities. 

Section  2.  The  metropolitan  district  commission,  in  this 
act  called  the  commission,  shall  provide  an  outlet  at  the 
Norwood- Walpole  town  hne  for  the  sewage  of  the  town  of 
Walpole  and  at  the  Canton-Stoughton  town  line  for  the 
sewage  of  the  town  of  Stoughton,  and,  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  commonwealth  shall  construct  a  main  trunk  sewer  or 
sewers  through  such  parts  of  the  city  of  Boston  and  the 
towns  of  Canton,  Dedham,  Milton,  Norwood,  Sharon, 
Stoughton,  Westwood  and  Walpole  as  the  commission  may 
determine  to  be  necessary  to  receive  sewage  from  said  towns 
of  Canton,  Norwood,  Stoughton  and  Walpole  and  carry  it  to 
a  connection  with  the  high-level  sewer  of  the  south  metro- 
politan sewerage  system.  The  location  of  such  main  trunk 
sewer  or  sewers  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  health. 

Section  3.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining 
and  operating  such  additional  main  trunk  sewer  or  sewers 
and  otherwise  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  com- 
mission, acting  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  said  chap- 
ter ninety-two,  and  all  provisions  of  said  chapter  are  made 
applicable  to  the  additional  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  hereby  authorized,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

Section  4.  To  meet  the  expenditures  necessary  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  state  treasurer  shall, 
from  time  to  time  on  request  of  the  commission  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  issue  bonds  of 
the  commonwealth  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  million 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  of  such  bonds  heretofore  authorized  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  south  metropolitan  sewerage  system.

FROM  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  in  part  ^rTa^^^bil*^^ 
defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of 
the  public  health  and  convenience. 
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etc. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  health  may  arrange 
for  the  admission,  care  and  treatment,  for  periods  not  extend- 
ing beyond  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  at 
any  institution  within  the  commonwealth  approved  by  the 
department,  of  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculo- 
sis w^ho  are  residents  of  an}^  of  the  cities  or  towns  comprising 
the  territory  of  the  Worcester  county  or  Middlesex  county 
tuberculosis  hospital  district  or  of  the  tuberculosis  hospital 
district  comprising  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop,  and  such 
arrangements  shall  be  deemed  to  be  satisfactory  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  seventy-eight  to  ninety,  in- 
clusive, of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  General 
Laws  requiring  adequate  hospital  care  for  such  persons. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  sections  eighty-eight  and 
ninety  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  shall  apply  to 
all  persons  admitted  to  any  institution  under  authority  of 
section  one,  except  that  the  appHcation  for  any  such  admis- 
sion shall  be  made  or  approved  by  the  board  of  health  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  such  person  resides,  and  that  the  charge 
for  the  support  of  any  such  person  shall  in  the  first  instance 
be  paid  by  the  trustees  of  the  tuberculosis  hospital  district 
in  which  such  city  or  town  is  located.  County  commissioners 
of  counties  whose  patients  are  cared  for  under  section  one 
may  raise  and  expend  the  sums  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  thereof,  and  may  borrow  the  same  on  the  credit 
of  the  county,  and  issue  therefor  notes  of  the  county,  payable 
in  not  more  than  eighteen  months  from  their  respective  dates 
of  issue,  from  the  reimbursements  received  from  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  district  as  hereinafter  provided.  They  shall 
annually  in  January  determine  the  total  amount  already 
expended  by  or  due  from  the  county  under  said  section  dur- 
ing the  previous  year,  and  shall  apportion  the  same  to  and 
may  collect  the  same  from  the  several  cities  and  towns  liable, 
in  like  manner  as  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  hospitals  is 
apportioned  under  section  eighty-five  of  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eleven,  and  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  temporary  debt  incurred  by  said  counties.

SS7  An  Act  to  improve  the  administration  of  prison  indus- 
tries AND  TO  ABOLISH  GRATUITIES  TO  PRISONERS  IN  CER- 
TAIN   INSTITUTIONS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  forty-eight 
the  following  new  section :  —  Section  Jf8A .  At  the  state 
prison,  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  and  the  reformatory 
for  women,  respectively,  there  may  be  established  a  system  of 
compensation  for  its  inmates,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  excess 
profits  from  the  industries  in  that  institution  as  hereinafter 
provided.  As  a  basis  for  determining  such  excess  profits,  the 
minimum  rate  of  profit  on  prison  industries  shall  be  twenty- 
five  per  "cent  of  the  cost  as  hereinafter  defined  at  the  state 
prison,  fifteen  per  cent  of  such  cost  at  the  Massachusetts  re- 
formatory and  twenty-five  per  cent  of  such  cost  at  the  re- 
formatory for  women.  Whenever  the  rate  of  profit  shall  be 
in  excess  of  such  minimum  rate  at  any  such  institution,  the 
excess  profit  may  be  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner:  one 
half  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  prison  industries  fund 
of  such  institution  and  one  half  to  the  credit  of  such  of  the 
inmates  of  such  institution  as  are  entitled  thereto  in  accord- 
ance with  rules  and  regulations,  which  are  hereby  authorized 
to  be  established  by  the  warden  or  superintendent  of  said 
institution  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  section.  Said 
rules  and  regulations  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  the 
commissioner  of  correction  and  by  the  governor  and  council. 
No  such  credits  shall  be  paid  directly  to  any  inmate  during 
the  term  of  his  imprisonment.  One  half  of  all  credits  so 
earned  by  any  inmate  may  be  paid  over  monthly,  or  at  other 
periods  determined  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  to  his 
dependents,  if  any,  directly  or  through  the  board  of  pubhc 
welfare  of  the  city  or  town  chargeable  or  likely  to  become 
chargeable  for  the  support  of  such  dependents;  and,  if  such 
credits  are  paid  over  directly  to  such  dependents,  notice  shall 
be  sent  by  the  warden  or  superintendent  of  the  institution  to 
the  board  of  pubhc  welfare  of  such  city  or  town.  An  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  credits  so  earned 
may  be  expended  on  behalf  of  the  inmate  for  articles  for  his 
own  use,  to  be  purchased  by  reference  to  a  list  approved  from 
time  to  time  by  the  warden  or  superintendent  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  remainder  of  the  credits  so  earned,  after  deduct-

supply  of  said  district,  and  as  to  what  remedies,  if  any,  the 
claimant  or  her  predecessors  in  title  availed  themselves  of, 
or  might  have  availed  themselves  of,  under  the  legislation

Proposal  for  a  legislative   amendment  of  the   con- 
stitution   RELATIVE    TO    THE    APPORTIONMENT   OF   SENA- 
.     TORIAL,    REPRESENTATIVE   AND    COUNCILLOR   DISTRICTS. 

A  joint  session  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives 
hereby  declares  it  to  be  expedient  to  alter  the  constitution 
by  the  adoption  of  the  following  Articles  of  Amendment, 
to  the  end  that  they  may  become  a  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, if  similarly  agreed  to  in  a  joint  session  of  the  next 
general  court  and  approved  by  the  people  at  the  state 
election  next  following: 


ARTICLES    OF   AMENDMENT. 

Article  XXI  of  the  articles  of  amendment  is  hereby  an- 
nulled and  the  following  is  adopted  in  place  thereof: 

Article  XXI.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter  a  census  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  each  city  and  town  shall  be  taken  and  a  special 
enumeration  shall  be  made  of  the  legal  voters  therein. 
Said  special  enumeration  shall  also  specify  the  number  of 
legal  voters  residing  in  each  precinct  of  each  town  con- 
taining twelve  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  according  to 
said  census  and  in  each  ward  of  each  city.  Each  special 
enumeration  shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  repre- 
sentative districts  for  the  ten  year  period  beginning  with 
the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  said 
special  enumeration;  provided,  that  such  districts  as  es- 
tabhshed  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six  shall 
continue  in  effect  until  the  first  Wednesday  in  January  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  two  hundred 
and  forty  members,  which  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
general  court,  at  its  first  regular  session  after  the  return  of 
each  special  enumeration,  to  the  several  counties  of  the 
commonwealth,  equally,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to 
their  relative  numbers  of  legal  voters,  as  ascertained  by 
said  special  enumeration;  and  the  town  of  Cohasset,  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  shall,  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  in  the 
formation  of  districts  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  considered 
a  part  of  the  county  of  Plymouth;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  to  certify,  as  soon 
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as  may  be  after  it  is  determined  by  the  general  court,  the 
number  of  representatives  to  which  each  county  shall  be 
entitled,  to  the  board  authorized  to  divide  such  county 
into  representative  districts.  The  county  commissioners 
or  other  bod}^  acting  as  such  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  such  board 
of  special  commissioners  in  each  county  as  may  for  that 
purpose  be  provided  by  law,  shall,  within  thirty  days  after 
such  certification  by  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  or 
within  such  other  period  as  the  general  court  may  by  law 
provide,  assemble  at  a  shire  town  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties, and  proceed,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  divide  the  same 
into  representative  districts  of  contiguous  territory  and  as- 
sign representatives  thereto,  so  that  each  representative  in 
such  county  will  represent  an  equal  number  of  legal  voters, 
as  nearly  as  may  be;  and  such  districts  shall  be  so  formed 
that  no  town  containing  less  than  twelve  thousand  inhab- 
itants according  to  said  census,  no  precinct  of  any  other 
town  and  no  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  divided  therefor,  nor 
shall  any  district  be  made  which  shall  be  entitled  to  elect 
more  than  three  representatives.  The  general  court  may 
by  law  limit  the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings 
may  be  instituted  calling  in  question  any  such  apportion- 
ment, division  or  assignment.  Every  representative,  for 
one  year  at  least  immediately  preceding  his  election,  shall 
have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is 
chosen,  and  shall  cease  to  represent  such  district  when  he 
shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth.  The 
districts  in  each  county  shall  be  numbered  by  the  board 
creating  the  same,  and  a  description  of  each,  with  the  num- 
bers thereof  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  therein,  shall 
be  returned  by  the  board,  to  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth, the  county  treasurer  of  such  county,  and  to  the 
clerk  of  every  city  or  town  in  such  county,  to  be  filed  and 
kept  in  their  respective  offices.  The  manner  of  calhng  and 
conducting  the  elections  for  the  choice  of  representatives, 
and  of  ascertaining  their  election,  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Article  XXII  of  the  articles  of  amendment  is  hereby 
annulled  and  the  following  is  adopted  in  place  thereof: 

Article  XXII.  Each  special  enumeration  of  legal  voters 
required  in  the  preceding  article  of  amendment  shall  like- 
wise be  the  basis  for  determining  the  senatorial  districts 
and  also  the  councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period 
beginning  with  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January 
following  such  enumeration;  provided,  that  such  districts 
as  established  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  shall  continue  in  effect  until  the  first  Wednesday  in 
January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine.  The 
senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members.  The  general  court 
shall,  at  its  first  regular  session  after  the  return  of  each 
special  enumeration,  divide  the  commonwealth  into  forty 
districts  of  contiguous  territory,  each  district  to  contain,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  legal  voters,  according 
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to  said  special  enumeration;  provided,  however,  that  no 
town  or  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  divided  therefor;  and  such 
districts  shall  be  formed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  without 
uniting  two  counties,  or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties,  into 
one  district.  The  general  court  may  by  law  limit  the  time 
within  which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling 
in  question  such  division.  Each  district  shall  elect  one 
senator,  who  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  common- 
wealth five  years  at  least  immediately  preceding  his  elec- 
tion, and  at  the  time  of  his  election  shall  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen;  and  he  shall  cease 
to  represent  such  senatorial  district  when  he  shall  cease  to 
be  an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XLVIII  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  "The  Initiative.  II. 
Initiative  Petitions.  Section  3"  (Article  79  of  the  Re- 
arrangement of  the  Constitution),  a  petition  was  filed  in 
this  office  September  7,  1927,  by  the  required  number  of 
qualified  voters  (24,894)  for  the  enactment  of  legislation  for 
the  purpose  of  making  November  eleventh.  Armistice  Day, 
a  legal  holiday  in  this  Commonwealth  hereafter,  accom- 
panied by  a  Bill  entitled,  "An  Act  to  make  November 
eleventh,  Armistice  Day,  a  legal  holiday  in  this  Common- 
wealth hereafter",  together  with  the  preliminary  petition 
signed  by  ten  qualified  voters,  and  the  certification  of  the 
attorney-general  that  the  measure  was  in  proper  form  for 
submission  to  the  people. 

Under  date  of  December  7,  1927,  said  petition  was  trans- 
mitted by  this  office  to  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  was  thereby  deemed  to  be  introduced  and 
pending  in  the  general  court.  The  committee  on  legal 
affairs  of  the  general  court  filed  a  majority  and  minority 
report  which  was  printed  as  House  document  No.  1159  for 
the  year  1928. 

The  general  court  of  1928  after  due  consideration  of  the 
petition  and  its  accompanying  Bill  (House  document  No. 
215)  enacted  the  law  in  the  form  in  which  it  stood  in  the 
petition  which  received  the  governor's  approval,  namely, 
Chapter  235,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  make  November  eleventh, 
Armistice  Day,  a  legal  holiday  in  this  Commonwealth  here- 
after". 

Said  petition  was  not  completed  by  filing  with  this  office 
on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  August  the  additional 
five  thousand  signatures  of  qualified  voters  required  by  the 
Constitution  and  said  Act,  namely,  Chapter  235,  thereby 
became  a  law  on  July  16,  1928.
